1982  ANNUAL  TOWN  REPORT 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  WEYMOUTH : 

As  a  result  of  the  May,  1982  election  the  composition  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  again  changed  when  James  V.  Oteri  and  Richard 
E.  Ramponi  were  elected  replacing  the  incumbents ,  J.  Frank 
McDonough  and  Edward  W.  Owens,  who  were  defeated . 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  then  reorganized  and  James  V.  Oteri 
was  elected  Chairman,  replacing  Richard  R.  Walsh,  the  former 
Chairman.  Richard  R.  Walsh  was  then  elected  Vice  Chairman  and 
Clerk.  Also,  a  change  in  the  Town  Administrator's  immediate 
staff  took  place  when  Ms.  Frances  Cooper,  principal  clerk,  re¬ 
tired  and  Ms.  Doris  Doyle  was  appointed  in  her  place. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  addressed  a  wide  variety  of  problems  in 
1982  and  formed  several  new  committees  to  deal  with  these  issues 
properl y ,  e . g . , 

(1)  VIDEO  GAME  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

This  committee ,  composed  of  Co-Chairmen  Selectmen  Peg 
Goudy  and  Richard  E.  Ramponi ,  was  very  active  in  con¬ 
centrating  on  the  operation  of  Video  Games  in  the  Town 
of  Weymouth .  Three  public  hearings  were  held.  Input 
regarding  by-laws  of  other  cities  and  towns  was  ob¬ 
tained  as  well  as  information  concerning  the  pros  and 
cons  of  university  studies  relating  to  the  effects  of 
video  games.  The  general  public  also  had  an  opportunity 
to  contribute  to  the  study.  On  site  inspection  of 
several  establishments  was  accomplished  and  it  was 
found  that  the  majority  of  license  holders  inspected 
were  well  managed  and  fully  cooperative .  The  ultimate 
end  product  of  this  concentrated  effort  produced  regula¬ 
tions  that  were  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
an  Article  relative  to  the  fee  to  be  assessed  for  a 
license  will  be  presented  to  the  May  1983  Annual  Town 
Meeting .

We  were  burdened  with  a  considerable  volume  of  additional  work 
when  the  Selectmen's  Office  acquired  the  entire  Weymouth  traffic 
parking  ticket  portion  of  the  Quincy  District  Court.  This  func¬ 
tion  was  assimilated  by  our  Town  Administrator  and  his  Affirma¬ 
tive  Action  Officer .  Initially ,  our  Town  Administrator  was 
appointed  Clerk  and  the  Town  Accountant  was  appointed  Hearing 
Officer .  The  Town  Accountant  resigned  as  Hearing  Officer  be¬ 
cause  of  the  pressure  of  this  additional  duty  and  was  replaced 
with  our  Town  Administrator .  Our  Affirmative  Action  Officer  was 
then  appointed  Clerk.  Procedures  were  streamlined  and  a  com¬ 
puter  firm  was  hired  to  process  parking  tickets .

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Dear  Town  Meeting: 

This  warrant  is  less  complete  than  those  of  recent  years,  and  we  recognize 
this  works  a  hardship  on  you.  It  also  reflects  unusual  problems  faced  by  the 
Appropriation  Committee  in  accomplishing  its  tasks.  To  be  specific,  we 
have  been  unable  to  present  a  budget  to  you  as  more  than  half  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  budgets  have  not  been  presented  to  us. 

There  is  an  additional  problem  —  that  of  arriving  at  a  reasonable  projec¬ 
tion  of  the  tax  rate.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this:  inability  to  project 
recommendations  for  overall  appropriations  due  to  lack  of  budgets; 
revaluation;  and  lack  of  information  whether  there  will  be  classification  of 
tax  rates. 

Recognizing  that  to  project  individual  items  within  budgets  would  be 
risky  due  to  the  unknown  and  variables  we  are  asking  you  to  postpone  the 
necessary  work  on  Articles  1  and  2. 

We  have  requested  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  call  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  for  June  14,  1982  to  deal  with  the  problem  described  above. 

It  is  our  opinion  the  rest  of  the  work  on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  can  be 
completed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

A  complete  and  informative  financial  picture  will  be  presented  in  the  war¬ 
rant  for  the  June  Special  Town  Meeting. 

While  we  have  not  heard  the  reports  of  the  various  committees  appointed 
from  the  1981  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  study  various  areas  of  Town 
government,  it  is  our  hope  they  will  present  new  concepts  of  administration 
and  management  for  our  Town  affairs. 

This  year  we  appear  to  have  deferred  many  recommendations  to  the  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting.  This  is  due  to  the  inability  of  the  proponents  of  the  ar¬ 
ticles  to  gather  all  the  necessary  information  for  presentation  at  the  time  of 
the  printing  of  this  warrant. 

The  members  of  the  Appropriation  Committee  greatly  appreciate  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  given  to  us  by  many  of  the  Town’s  departments, 
boards,  and  committees  this  past  year  in  the  conduct  of  Town  business.

A.  Speed 

1.  Watch  your  wake  at  all  times. 

2.  Speed  limit  -  6  mph. 

B.  Water  Skiing 

1.  No  water  skiing  will  be  permitted  in  posted  areas  or  anchorages. 

C.  Harbor  Pollution 

1.  No  oil  shall  be  dumped  or  pumped  overboard  into  the  Habor. 

2.  No  untreated  sewage,  rubbish,  debris,  garbage  or  dead  fish  shall 
be  dischaged  into  Weymouth  waters. 

3.  No  boats  or  vessels  shall  run  their  engines  with  propellers  en¬ 
gaged  while  tied  to  the  docks.  Boats  requiring  dock  trials  may  do 
so  with  permission  of  the  Harbor  Master. 

4.  No  derelict  boats,  motors,  etc.  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Harbor  or 
on  the  shores. 

D.  Berthing 

1.  Tie-up  periods  at  Town  floats  will  be  limited  to  15  minutes.  A 
tie-up  time  limit  at  the  Town  floats  or  piers  for  visitors  at  night, 
or  boats  with  breakdowns  will  be  limited  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Harbor  Master. 

2.  All  crafts  entering  Weymouth  Back  River  or  Fore  River  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Harbor  Master  who  should  be  con¬ 
sulted  before  anchoring  or  tying  up  to  any  of  the  facilities  or 
moorings. 

3.  Boats  shall  not  be  tied  to  docks  in  dead  storage  for  over  four  (4) 
weeks’  time,  after  which,  upon  notice  from  the  Harbor  Master, 
they  shall  be  removed. 

E.  Float  and  Pier  Rules 

1.  No  fishing  gear,  equipment  or  any  other  matter  shall  be  allowed 
to  remain  on  the  docks  or  floats  for  over  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
without  permission  of  the  Harbor  Master. 

2.  No  swimming  will  be  allowed  from  the  State  pier,  Town  pier  or 
floats  attached  to  public  docks  in  Weymouth  Fore  River  or  Back 
River. 

3.  There  will  be  no  soliciting  from  Town-owned  floats. 

F.  Conduct 

1.  Noise 

a.  Unmuffled  noise  from  engines,  outboards,  amplifying 
systems  radios  and  the  like  shall  be  kept  at  a  minimum 
when  in  the  proximity  of  piers,  floats  or  yacht  anchorages. 

2.  Negligent  Operation 

a.  No  person  shall  operate  any  motorboat  or  any  vessel  in  a 
reckless  or  negligent  manner  so  as  to  endanger  the  life,  safety 
or  property  of  any  person. 
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G.  Fees 

1.  All  boats  moored  in  Weymouth  Back  River  or  Weymouth  Fore 
River  will  pay  an  annual  mooring  fee  for  the  privilege  of  main¬ 
taining  a  boat  mooring  in  these  areas.  The  fee  will  be  $2.00  per 
foot  measured  from  the  stem  in  a  straight  line  aft  to  the  stern. 
Booms,  boomkins  or  pulpits  are  exempt  from  this  measurement. 

2.  Commercial  interest,  party  boats,  fishing  boat,  associations  or 
companies  using  the  Town  pier  for  permanent  moorings,  float 
access  or  gangways  will  pay  an  annual  fee  fairly  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

3.  All  persons  tying  tenders  to  the  Town  pier  shall  be  charged  an 
an  annual  fee  to  be  fairly  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

4.  Mooring  fees  may  be  changed  after  a  public  hearing  before  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 


II.  MOORING  REGULATIONS 

A.  Applications 

1.  Applications  for  permanent  mooring  space  in  all  areas  shall  be 
dated,  signed  and  filed  with  the  Harbor  Master. 

Permits  will  be  granted  by  the  Harbor  Master  in  the  order  of  ap¬ 
plication  dated  as  locations  become  available.  If  the  Harbor 
Master  denies 'a  mooring  application  and  the  applicant  can  show 
just  cause,  he  may  request  and  receive  a  hearing  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  his  rights  to  have  a  mooring  in  Weymouth  Back 
River  or  Fore  River.  All  future  moorings  will  be  assigned  a 
suitable  space  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  boats, 
that  is,  length,  draft,  type  or  rig  and  shall  be  placed  at  a  locus 
designated  by  the  Harbor  Master.  A  mooring  space  relinquished 
for  any  reason  by  any  boat  owner  immediately  voids  all  rights  to 
the  mooring  space.  (Mooring  space  is  not  transferable  to  a  new 
owner  when  boat  is  sold). 

B.  Special  Areas 

1.  Present  moorings  may  stay  at  existing  overall  scope.  If  the  Har¬ 
bor  conditions  in  these  areas  become  congested  in  the  future, 
moorings  shall  be  shortened  in  these  tidal  areas  with  chain  2’ 
above  Mean  High  Water  and  the  length  of  Pennant  equal  to 
length  of  boat. 

MOORINGS  -  to  be  spaced  20’  apart  and  to  have  an  overall 
length  of  scope  of  14’  from  exposed  flat  to  the  bow  chock  of 
the  boat. 

MUSHROOM  -  50#  BLOCK  -  18”X18”X12”  CHAIN  -  3/8”  to 
l/2”  SCOPE  -  14’  DIAMETER  OF  PENNANTS,  NYLON 
OR  EQUIVALENT  -  '/2” 
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2.  All  areas 

a.  The  use  of  spars  for  chain  flotation  shall  be  prohibited. 
Only  balls  or  styrene-type  chain  flotation  shall  be  used.  In  all 
types  of  chain  flotation  buoys,  other  than  metal,  chain  or  a 
metal  rod  must  be  passed  through  the  buoy  connecting  the 
mooring  pennant  to  the  mooring  chain. 

b.  All  chain  flotation  buoys  shall  be  plainly  and  clearly  visi¬ 
ble  above  any  tide  level  at  all  times. 

c.  The  above  described  moorings  shall  be  painted  white  with 
a  Blue  Band,  owner’s  boat  name  and  length  of  boat  on  can  or 
buoy,  also,  owner’s  name  on  mooring  block  or  mushroom  an¬ 
chor. 

d.  All  new  complete  moorings  placed  or  replaced  in  any  loca¬ 
tion  in  Weymouth  after  April  1,  1982,  shall  conform  to  the 
regulations  and  will  be  placed  at  a  locus  designated  by  the  Har¬ 
bor  Master. 

e.  Where  winter  spars  or  buoys  are  used,  they  shall  be  clear¬ 
ly  visible  or  marked  at  all  times  except  during  ice  conditions. 

f.  Winter  spars  or  buoys  shall  not  be  installed  prior  to 
September  15  and  must  be  removed  by  June  1. 

g.  The  Harbor  Master  may  inspect  all  moorings  within  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  Waterways. 

h.  All  pennants  shall  be  nylon  or  equivalent  with  adequate 
mooring  devices  approved  by  the  Harbor  Master  to  eliminate  the 
hazard  of  chafing.  These  will  be  checked  annually  the  the 
Harbor  Master.  Certificates  of  inspection  for  defective  moor¬ 
ings  will  be  made  by  the  Harbor  Master  and  a  copy  held  in  his 
files,  showing  conditions  at  time  of  inspection. 

i.  Owners  with  defective  moorings  shall  be  allowed  seven  (7) 
days  after  receiving  notice  from  the  Harbor  Master  to  correct 
the  defective  conditions.  If  the  defect  is  not  corrected  after  this 
time,  the  owner  will  be  subject  to  penalty  in  conformance  with 
the  Code.  The  Harbor  Master,  upon  finding  a  defective  moor¬ 
ing,  shall  properly  mark  said  mooring  to  show  danger  or 
obstruction. 

j.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  order  owners  of  moorings  to 
have  said  moorings  lifted  at  owner’s  expense,  once  each  five  (5) 
years  for  visual  inspection  by  the  Harbor  Master  to  determine 
its’  condition.  In  lieu  of  lifting  moorings,  replacements  may  be 
made.  Upon  certification  of  moorings’  fitness  or  replacement, 
owner  may  replace  mooring  at  original  locus. 

k.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  keep  a  detailed  description  of 
all  moorings,  their  locus  and  owner’s  name,  telephone  number, 
home  and  business  address,  date  of  moorings  and  length  and  rig 
of  boat. 

l.  Discharge  of  firearms,  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  in¬ 
cluding  all  waters  is  prohibited  unless  a  special  permit  is  obtain¬ 
ed  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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III.  CODE 
A.  Penalties 

1 .  A  fine  not  to  exceed  $50.00  per  day  may  be  imposed  for  first  of¬ 
fense  infractions  or  disobedience  to  this  Code  of  Regulations 
when  State  or  Federal  penalties  do  not  apply.  All  other  fines  that 
are  applicable  are  defined  in  Chapter  40,  Section  21,  General 
Laws. 

2.  Offenders  will  be  prosecuted  by  the  Harbor  Master  and  all  other 
enforcement  agents. 

3.  Violations  of  the  Weymouth  Harbor  By-Laws  may  be  sufficient 
cause  for  the  Harbor  Master  to  refuse  an  individual  or  his  vessel 
the  use  of  Town-owned  or  controlled  facilities  for  such  period  of 
time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Harbor  Master  or  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  in  addition  to  necessary  Court  action  in  case  of 
violation  of  the  Motor  Boat  Law.

ARTICLE  5 


100B.  Indemnification  of  Retired  Police  Officers  and  Fire  Fighters  for 
Certain  Hospital,  etc.,  Expenses. 

Any  city  operating  under  a  Plan  D  or  Plan  E  charter  which  accepts  this 
section  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  its  city 
council,  and  any  other  city  which  accepts  this  section  by  a  majority  vote  of 
its  city  council  with  the  approval  of  its  mayor,  and  any  town;  which  accepts 
this  sectiun  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  inhabitants  at  an  annual  town  meeting, 
may,  upon  written  application  by  any  of  its  police  officers  on  fire  fighters 
retired  either  before  or  after  the  acceptance  of  this  section  under  a  general 
or  special  law  specifically  relating  to  retirement  for  accidental  disability,  ex¬ 
cept  a  special  law  applicable  to  one  person,  or  in  the  event  of  the  death  of 
any  such  police  officer  or  fire  fighter,  upon  written  application  by  his 
widow  or,  if  he  leaves  no  widow,  by  his  next  of  kin,  indemnify;  out  of  any 
funds  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  such  police  officer  or 
fire  fighter  or,  in  the  event  of  his  death,  his  widow,  or  if  he  leaves  no  widow, 
his  next  of  kin,  for  all  reasonable  hospital,  medical  and  surgical,  chiroprac¬ 
tic,  nursing,  pharmaceutical,  prosthetic  and  related  expenses  and 
reasonable  charges  for  podiatry  incurred  by  such  police  officer  or  fire 
fighter  after  his  retirement;  provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  be  in¬ 
demnified  under  this  section  unless  a  majority  of  the  members,  of  a  panel 
consisting  of  (a)  the  chairman  of  the  retirement  board  of  the  city  or  town, 
(b)  the  city  solicitor,  town  counsel  or  other  officer  having  similar  duties  or  a 
person  designated  in  writing  by  such  solicitor,  counsel  or  officer  to  act  for 
him,  and  (c)  such  physician  as  the  city  or  town  manager  or,  if  there  is  none, 
the  mayor  or  selectmen  in  writing  appoint  shall,  upon  receipt  from  the  ap¬ 
plicant  of  due  proof  certify:  —  (1)  that  the  expenses  for  which  indemnifica¬ 
tion  is  sought  were  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  the  disability  for 
which  the  police  officer  or  fire  fighter  was  retired;  (2)  that  such  expenses 
were  incurred  after  the  acceptance  of  this  section;  (3)  that  the  hospital, 
medical  and  surgical,  chiropractic,  nursing,  pharmaceutical,  prosthetic  and 
related  expenses  and  reasonable  charges  for  podiatry  to  work  such  expenses 
relate  were  rendered  within  six  months  before  the  filing  of  the  application; 
(4)  that  such  expenses  were  in  no  ways  attributable  to  the  use  by  the  police 
officer  or  fire  fighter  of  any  intoxicating  liquor  or  drug  or  to  his  being  gain¬ 
fully  employed  after  retirement  or  to  any  other  willful  act  or  conduct  on  his 
part;  and  (5)  that  such  expenses  are  reasonable  under  all  the  circumstances. 
(Amended  by  1973,  266,  approved  May  14,  1973,  effective  90  days 
thereafter).

ARTICLE  8 


CODE  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  WEYMOUTH,  MASSACHUSETTS 

CHAPTER  61 

CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION 


61-1.  INTENT. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  bylaw  to  regulate  the  conversion  of  rental 

housing  units  to  condominium  housing  in  an  orderly  and  timely 

manner  by  providing  the  ability: 

A.  To  ensure  a  reasonable  balance  of  rental  and  ownership  housing 
and  a  variety  of  individual  choices  of  tenure,  type,  price  and 
location  of  housing. 

B.  To  maintain  the  supply  of  rental  housing  for  all  persons,  in  par¬ 
ticular,  low  and  moderate  income  persons  and  families,  elderly 
persons  and  handicapped  persons. 

C.  To  reduce  and  avoid  the  displacement  of  long-term  residents, 
particularly  senior  citizens  and  families  with  school-age  children, 
who  may  be  required  to  move  from  Weymouth  due  to  a  shortage 
of  replacement  rental  housing. 

D.  To  provide  a  minimum  standard  for  the  protection  of  rental 
tenants  which  are  to  be  converted  to  condominium  ownership. 


61-2.  DEFINTIONS 

When  used  in  this  bylaw,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 

following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meaning: 

A.  Applicant:  A  person  who  records,  or  proposes  to  record,  the 
condominium  instruments  or  on  whose  behalf  the  condominium 
instruments  are  recorded,  thereby  subjecting  the  property  to 
condominium  ownership,  and  includes  successors  or  persons 
who  come  to  stand  in  the  same  relation  to  the  condominium 
development  as  all  applicants. 

B.  Board:  —  The  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth 

C.  Condominium  Conversion  Eviction:  An  Eviction  of  a  tenant  by 
a  landlord  for  the  purpose  of  removing  such  tenant  from  a  hous¬ 
ing  accommondation  in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and  trans¬ 
fer  of  legal  title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a  condomin¬ 
ium  to  a  prospective  purchaser,  or  an  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  a 
condominium  owner  when  the  tenant  whose  eviction  is  sought 
was  a  resident  of  the  housing  accommodation  at  the  time  the 
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master  deed  for  the  property  wherein  said  housing  accommoda¬ 
tion  is  located  was  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  183 A  of  the  General  Laws. 

D.  Condominium  Unit:  A  unit  of  condominium  as  that  term  is  de¬ 
fined  in  Chapter  183 A  of  the  General  Laws. 

E.  Elderly  Person:  A  person  sixty  (60)  years  or  older. 

F.  Handicapped  Person:  A  person  as  defined  in  Section  3  (2)  of  the 
U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Act  of  1974. 

G.  Housing  Accommodation:  Any  building,  structure,  or  part 
thereof,  or  land  appurtenant  thereof,  or  any  other  real  or  per¬ 
sonal  property  rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  together  with  all  services  connected  with  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  such  property. 

H.  Landlord:  The  individual  who  holds  title  to  any  housing  accom¬ 
modation  in  any  manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partner¬ 
ship,  corporation,  or  trust.  For  the  purposes  of  this  bylaw,  the 
rights  and  duties  of  a  landlord  hereunder  shall  be  the  obligation 
of  anyone  who  manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent 
on  behalf  of  the  landlord. 

I.  Low  and  Moderate  Income  Households:  Households  whose  total 
income  for  the  previous  year  was  equal  to  or  less  than  the 
qualification  income  for  the  Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Pro¬ 
gram  as  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De¬ 
partment  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  Sec¬ 
tion  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1927  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974  and  calculated  pursuant  to 
such  regulations. 

J.  Rental  Housing  Agreement:  An  agreement,  verbal,  written,  or 
implied  between  a  landlord  and  a  tenant  for  use  or  occupancy  of 
a  housing  accommodation  or  for  housing  services. 

K.  Tenant:  Any  person  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a  rental  housing 
agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda¬ 
tion. 

L.  Conversion  Condominium:  A  building  which  at  any  time  prior 
to  recordation  of  a  declaration  of  condominium  ownership  pur¬ 
suant  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  183 A  was  oc¬ 
cupied  wholly  or  partially  by  persons  other  than  purchasers. 
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61-3.  APPLICABILITY 


A.  This  bylaw  shall  be  applicable  to  all  multi-family  dwellings  locat- 
eed  within  the  Town  of  Weymouth  which  contain  three  (3)  or  more 

residential  dwelling  units,  except  a  three  (3)  unit  residential  dwel¬ 
ling  actually  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his  or  her  perman¬ 
ent  residence,  which  are  to  be  converted  to  condominium  owner¬ 
ship  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  bylaw  provided  that 
a  Condominium  Conversion  Permit  is  granted  by  the  Planning 
Board  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  prior  to  the  filing  of  a  master 
deed  pursuant  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
183A. 

B.  Specifically  excluded  from  condominium  conversions  are  any 
housing  accommodations  in  which  the  United  States  or  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or  finances  or  subsidizes 
or  insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents 
thereof. 


61-4.  CONDOMINIUM  CONVERSION  PERMITS 

A.  Rules 

The  Condominium  Conversion  Permits  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  shall,  after  a  public  hear¬ 
ing,  adopt  and  from  time  to  time  amend  rules  relative  to  the  is¬ 
suance  of  such  permits  and  shall  file  a  copy  of  said  rules  with  the 
Town  Clerk. 

B.  Application  Procedure 

i.  Anyone  wishing  to  apply  for  a  Condominium  Conversion  Permit 
shall  file  an  application  with  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning 
Board  shall  forthwith  give  a  copy  of  said  application  to  the  Town 
Clerk.  Specific  application  forms  shall  be  provided  for  in  the 
rules. 

ii.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  receipt  of  a  properly  executed  ap¬ 
plication,  the  Planning  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing.  Notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  public  hearing,  of  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter,  sufficient  for  identification,  and  of  the  place  where  texts  and 
maps  thereof  may  be  inspected  shall  be  published  in  the  news¬ 
paper  of  general  circulation  in  the  town  once  in  each  of  two  (2) 
successive  weeks,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  fourteen 
(14)  days  before  the  day  of  the  hearing  and  by  posting  such  notice 
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in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  town  hall  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  fourteen  (14)  days  before  the  day  of  said  hearing.  Notice  of 
said  hearing  shall  also  be  sent  by  mail  postage  prepaid  to  the 
applicant,  owners,  and  tenants. 

iii.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  public  hearing,  the  Plann¬ 
ing  Board  shall  take  final  action  on  the  application.  Failure  to 
take  action  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  grant  of  ther  permit  applied 
for. 

iv.  Condominium  Conversion  Permits  can  only  be  granted  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Planning  Board  which  shall  be  four  (4) 
members  voting  in  the  affirmative. 

v.  Any  application  for  a  Condominium  Conversion  Permit  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  filing  fee  with  the  fee  schedule  established 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  and  as  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

vi.  A  copy  of  the  attested  Condominium  Conversion  Permit  shall  be 
a  part  of  and  attached  to  the  master  deed  recorded  pursuant  to 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  183 A. 

C.  Condominium  Permit  Approval 

The  Planning  Board  shall  approve  any  such  application  if  it 
finds  that  the  applicant  has  fully  complied  with  all  the  conditions 
and  requirements  of  this  bylaw. 


61-5.  TENANTS  RIGHTS 

A.  An  applicant  who  intends  to  convert  a  rental  building  into  a  con¬ 
dominium  will  be  required  to  give  to  each  of  the  tenants  of  such 
building  notice  of  his  or  her  intention  to  convert  the  building  to 
a  condominium  no  later  than  nine  (9)  months  before  the  appli¬ 
cant  will  be  permitted  to  bring  an  action  to  recover  possession  of 
the  premises,  except  that  if  the  tenant  is  elderly,  low  and  mode¬ 
rate  income  or  handicapped  as  defined  in  Section  2,  then  such 
tenants  shall  be  given  notice  of  the  applicant’s  intent  to  convert 
no  later  than  eighteen  (18)  months  before  the  applicant  will  be 
permitted  to  bring  any  action  for  possession. 

B.  The  notice  of  intention  to  convert  must  set  forth  generally  the 
rights  of  a  tenant  under  this  bylaw  and  must  include  a  copy  of 
this  bylaw  as  an  attachment.  The  notice  shall  be  mailed  postage 
prepaid  by  certified  mail  to  the  tenant  at  the  unit  or  any  other 
mailing  address  provided  by  the  tenant. 
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C.  No  tenant  may  be  given  notice  by  the  applicant  to  vacate  the 
premises  of  less  than  the  said  nine  (9)  month  or  eighteen  (18) 
month  notice  as  provided  in  Section  5A  above,  except  by  reason 
of  non-payment  of  rent,  conduct  that  disturbs  other  tenants’ 
peaceful  enjoyment  of  the  premises,  or,  other  substantial  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  terms  of  the  tenancy. 

D.  Any  tenant  under  a  lease  entered  into  subsequent  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  bylaw  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time  after  receipt 
of  a  notice  to  convert  pursuant  to  this  bylaw,  to  terminate  the 
lease  upon  sixty  (60)  days  notice  which  shall  start  to  run  from  the 
date  that  the  next  rental  payment  is  due.  Such  termination  shall 
be  without  penalty  or  other  termination  charge  to  the  tenant. 

E.  Sixty  (60)  days  after  recording  a  master  deed  pursuant  to  Mass¬ 
achusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  183 A,  the  applicant  shall  offer 
to  sell  each  unit  or  proposed  unit  to  the  tenant  who  rents  or 
leases  that  unit.  The  tenant’s  right  to  first  purchase  expires  at  the 
expiration  of  that  sixty  (60)  day  period.  This  Section  does  not 
apply  to  any  unit  in  a  conversion  condominium  if  that  unit  will 
be  restricted  exclusively  to  non-residential  use,  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  converted  unit  do  not  substantially  conform  to  the  dimen¬ 
sions  of  the  unit  before  conversion;  however,  where  it  is  avail¬ 
able,  another  unit  similar  to  the  preconversion  dwelling  unit 
must  be  offered  to  the  affected  tenant  to  purchase. 

F.  If  an  applicant,  in  violation  of  Section  5E,  conveys  a  unit  to  a 
purchaser  for  value  who  has  no  knowledge  of  the  violation,  re¬ 
cordation  of  the  deed  conveying  the  unit  extinguishes  any  right 
a  tenant  may  have  under  Section  5E  to  purchase  that  unit,  but 
shall  not  affect  the  right  of  a  tenant  to  recover  damages  from  the 
applicant  for  a  violation  of  Section  5E. 


G.  The  tenant  in  a  conversion  condominium  shall  not  unreasonably 
withhold  consent  to  the  applicant  to  enter  the  unit  in  order  to  in¬ 
spect  the  premises,  obtain  data,  or  show  the  unit  to  prospective 
or  actual  workers  or  purchasers.  The  applicant  shall  give  the 
tenant  at  least  two  (2)  days  notice  of  his  intent  and  may  enter 
only  at  reasonable  times. 
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H.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  in  any  act  of 
harrassment  against  a  tenant  which  is  designed  to,  or  is  likely  to, 
result  in  the  termination  of  the  tenancy  by  the  tenant.  Conduct 
which  shall  be  considered  harrassment  shall  include  but  not  be 
limited  to  the  following:  failure  of  the  landowner  to  make  re¬ 
pairs  in  a  timely  and  professional  manner;  imposition  by  the 
landowner  of  unjustifiable  increases  in  the  rental  price  of  a  unit; 
failure  of  the  landowner  to  provide  the  tenant  with  essential  ser¬ 
vices;  verbal  harassment  and/or  threats  by  the  landowner 
against  the  tenant. 

61-6.  ENFORCEMENT 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  bylaw,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for 
each  offense.  Each  thirty  (30)  day  period  that  willful  violation  con¬ 
tinues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

61.7  EFFECT  ON  OTHER  REGULATIONS 

This  bylaw  shall  not  interfere  with  or  annul  any  bylaw,  rule,  regula¬ 
tion  or  permit,  provided  that,  unless  specifically  exempted,  where 
this  bylaw  is  more  stringent,  it  shall  control. 

61.8  SEVERABILITY 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  bylaw  shall  not  in¬ 
validate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof.

APPENDIX C 


ARTICLE  30 


CHAPTER  743 

THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eighty-one 


AN  ACT  further  regulating  real  estate  tax  exemptions. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  defeat  its 
purpose,  which  is  to  further  regulate  real  estate  tax  exemptions,  therefore  it 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Section  5  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  clause  Seventeenth  the  following  clause:- 

Seventeenth  C  Real  estate,  to  the  taxable  valuation  of  two  thousand 
dollars  or  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  whichever 
would  result  in  an  abatement  of  the  greater  amount  of  actual  taxes  due,  of  a 
surviving  spouse  or  of  any  minor  whose  parent  is  deceased,  occupied  by 
such  spouse,  or  minor  as  her  or  his  domicile,  or  a  person  or  persons  over  the 
age  of  seventy  who  has  owned  and  occupied  it  as  a  domicile  for  not  less  than 
ten  years;  provided,  that  the  whole  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  such 
spouse,  person  or  minor  does  not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 
dollars,  exclusive  of  property  otherwise  exempt  under  clauses  Twelfth, 
Twentieth  and  Twenty-first,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  mortgage  interest 
held  by  persons  other  than  the  person  or  persons  to  be  exempted  in  such 
mortgaged  real  estate  as  may  be  included  in  such  whole  estate  and  exclusive 
of  the  first  sixty  thousand  dollars  in  value  of  real  estate  occupied  by  such  per¬ 
son'  as  his  domicile.  No  real  estate  shall  be  so  exempt  which  the  assessors 
shall  adjudge  has  been  conveyed  to  such  spouse,  person  or  minor  to  evade 
taxation.  A  spouse,  person  or  minor  aggrieved  by  any  such  judgment  may 
appeal  to  the  county  commissioners  or  to  the  appellate  tax  board  within  the 
time  and  in  such  manner  allowed  by  section  sixty-four  or  sixty-five,  as  the 
case  may  be.  Any  exemption  under  this  clause,  to  the  taxable  valuation  of 
two  thousand  dollars  or  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars, 
whichever  would  result  in  an  abatement  of  the  greater  amount  of  actual 
taxes  due  may  be  apportioned  among  the  persons  whose  title  to  the  real 
estate  was  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  ninety  and  who  qualify  for  an  exemption  under  this  clause. 
This  clause  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  any  city  or  town.  In 
those  cities  and  towns  which  accept  the  provisions  of  this  clause,  the  exemp¬ 
tion  provided  in  clause  Seventeenth  shall  not  be  applicable. 

SECTION  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  fiscal  years,  com¬ 
mencing  on  or  after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-one.

h.  All  pennants  shall  be  nylon  or  equivalent  with  adequate  mooring  devices  approved 
by  the  Harbor  Master  to  eliminate  the  hazard  of  chafing.  These  will  be  checked 
annually  by  the  Harbor  Master.  Certificates  of  inspection  for  defective  moorings 
will  be  made  by  the  Harbor  Master  and  a  copy  held  in  his  files,  showing  conditions 
at  the  time  of  inspection. 

i.  Owners  with  defective  moorings  shall  be  allowed  seven  (7)  days  after  receiving 
notice  from  the  Harbor  Master  to  correct  the  defective  conditions.  If  the  defect 

is  not  corrected  after  this  time,  the  owner  will  be  subject  to  penalty  in  conformance 
with  the  code.  The  Harbor  Master,  upon  finding  a  defective  mooring,  shall  properly 
mark  said  mooring  to  show  danger  or  obstruction. 

j.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  order  owners  of  moorings  to  have  said  moorings  lifted 
'  at  owner's  expense,  once  each  five  (5)  years  for  visual  inspection  by  the  Harbor 

Master  to  determine  its'  condition.  In  lieu  of  lifting  moorings,  replacements 
may  be  made.  Upon  certification  of  moorings'  fitness  or  replacement,  owner  may 
replace  mooring  at  original  locus. 

k.  The  Harbor  Master  shall  keep  a  detailed  description  of  all  moorings,  their  locus 
and  owner's  name,  telephone  number,  home  and  business  address,  date  of  moorings 
and  length  and  rig  of  boat. 

l.  Discharge  of  firearms,  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  including  all  waters  is  prohibited 
unless  a  special  permit  is  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

118-12  CODE 
A.  Penalties 

1.  A  fine  not  to  exceed  $50.00  per  day  may  be  imposed  for  first  offense  infractions 
or  disobedience  to  this  Code  of  Regulations  when  State  or  Federal  penalties  do  not 
apply.  All  other  fines  that  are  applicable  are  defined  in  Chapter  40,  Section  21 
General  Laws. 

2.  Offenders  will  be  prosecuted  by  the  Harbor  Master  and  all  other  enforcement 
agents. 

3.  Violations  of  the  Weymouth  Harbor  By-Laws  may  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  Harbor 
Master  to  refuse  an  individual  or  his  vessel  the  use  of  Town-owned  or  controlled 
facilities  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Harbor  Master  or  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  in  addition  to  necessary  Court  action  in  case  of  violation  of  the 
Motor  Boat  Law.

:  a.  No  person  shall  operate  any  motorboat  or  any  vessel  in  a  reckless  or  negligent 
manner  so  as  to  endanger  the  life,  safety  or  property  of  any  person. 

G.  Fees 

1.  All  boats  moored  in  Weymouth  Back  River  or  Weymouth  Fore  River  will  pay  an 
annual  mooring  fee  for  the  priviledge  of  maintaining  a  boat  mooring  in  these  areas. 

The  fee  will  be  $2.00  per  foot  measured  from  the  stem  in  a  straight  line  aft  to  the 

1  stem.  Booms,  boomkins  or  pulpits  are  exempt  from  this  measurement. 

2.  Commercial  interest,  party  boats,  fishing  boat,  associations  or  companies 
using  the  Town  pier  for  permanent  moorings,  float  access  or  gangways  will  pay  an 
annual  fee  fairly  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

3.  All  persons  tying  tenders  to  the  Town  pier  shall  be  charged  an  annual  fee  to  be 
fairly  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

4.  Mooring  fees  may  be  changed  after  a  public  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

118-11  MOORING  REGULATIONS 

A.  Applications 

1.  Applications  for  permanent  mooring  space  in  all  areas  shall  be  dated,  signed  and 
filed  with  the  Harbor  Master. 

Permits  will  be  granted  by  the  Harbor  Master  in  the  order  of  application  dated  as 
locations  become  available.  If  the  Harbor  Master  denies  a  mooring  application  and 
the  applicant  can  show  just  cause,  he  may  request  and  receive  a  hearing  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  his  rights  to  have  a  mooring  in  Weymouth  Back  River  or  Fore 
River.  All  future  moorings  will  be  assigned  to  a  suitable  space  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  boats,  that  is,  length,  draft,  type  or  rig  and  shall  be  placed 
at  a  locus  designated  by  the  Harbor  Master.  A  mooring  space  relinquished  for  any 
reason  by  any  boat  owner  immediately  voids  all  rights  to  the  mooring  space,  (mooring 
space  is  not  transferable  to  a  new  owner  when  boat  is  sold). 

B.  Special  Areas 

1.  Present  moorings  may  stay  at  existing  overall  scope.  If  the  Harbor  conditions 
in  these  areas  become  congested  in  the  future, moorings  shall  be  shortened  in  these 
tidal  areas  with  chain  2'  above  Mean  High  Water  and  the  length  of  Pennant  equal  to 
length  of  boat. 

MOORINGS  -  to  be  spaced  20'  apart  and  to  have  an  overall  length  of  scope  of  14'  from 
exposed  flat  to  the  bow  chock  of  the  boat. 

MUSHROOM  -  50#  BLOCK  -  18"X18"X12"  CHAIN  -  3/8”  to  V'  SCOPE  -  14'  DIAMETER  OF  PENNANTS,

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Dear  Town  Meeting  Members, 

This  booklet  contains  possibly  the  most  important  article  that  you  decide 
each  year,  Article  1,  the  operating  budget  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year. 

There  will  be  a  considerable  number  of  changes  in  the  dollar  amounts  in 
the  budget  at  Town  Meeting.  This  is  necessary,  as  the  Committee  did  not 
receive  budgets  for  several  departments  until  late  and  we  have  not  had  the 
necessary  time  to  properly  review  them.  Furthermore,  not  all  union  con¬ 
tracts  have  been  settled  at  the  time  of  the  printing  of  this  booklet. 

We  are  faced  with  reducing  our  tax  levy  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  “Proposition  2 Vi”. 

In  complying  with  the  law  and  at  the  same  time  recognizing  that  there 
are  insufficient  resources  to  fund  all  of  our  needs,  it  is  necesary  for  the 
Committee  to  recommend,  to  you,  level  funding  for  our  six  largest 
operating  departments  and  their  absorbing  of  any  wage  increases.  While 
doing  this  we  also  recognized  that  several  of  our  operating  departments 
have  been  cut  to  the  bone.  We  are  not  recommending  that  these  depart¬ 
ments  absorb  any  increases. 

To  fund  these  departments  and  our  increased  fixed  costs,  we  are  recom¬ 
mending  that  all  of  our  remaining  free  cash  be  appropriated  against  Debt 
and  Interest  and  Maintenance  of  Former  School  Buildings.  This  will  “free- 
up”  funds  and  allow  for  the  least  disruption  possible.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  adding  the 
following  new  sections  to  Chapter  120  of  the  Code  of  the  Town: 

120-106.1  WIND  ENERGY  CONVERSION  SYSTEMS. 

A.  Intent. 

The  purpose  is  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  occupants,  individuals  on 
abutting  property  and  the  general  public;  and  to  reduce  adverse  en¬ 
vironmental  effects  by  regulating  the  siting  of  wind  energy  conversion 
systems. 

B.  Definition. 

Wind  Energy  Conversion  Systems  -  A  machine  which  removes  energy  from 
the  wind  and  converts  it  to  mechanical  or  electrical  energy. 

C.  Special  Permit  Required. 

Wind  energy  conversion  systems  may  be  allowed  as  an  accessory  use  in  all 
zoning  districts  as  a  Special  Permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Ap¬ 
peals,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  this  Section,  (120.106) 
and  to  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  Article  XXV. 

D.  Plan  Criteria. 

The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  require  such  information,  data 
and  testing  to  be  performed  at  the  applicant’s  expense  in  order  to  achieve  a 
finding  of  compliance  with  the  intent  and  standards. 

At  a  minimum,  the  following  information  shall  be  submitted  with  each  spe¬ 
cial  permit  and  site  plan  review  application  for  a  wind  conversion  system. 

1.  A  plan  of  land  showing: 

(a)  Property  lines. 

(b)  Proposed  location  of  tower  on  site. 

(c)  Location  of  all  existing  structures  and  above  ground  utility  lines 
within  a  radius  equal  to  the  height  of  the  tower. 

(d)  Location  of  major  features  of  the  land  including:  trees,  outcrop¬ 
ping,  walls  and  all  topographical  changes  over  twenty  (20)  feet  in 
height  within  a  radius  of  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  the  proposed 
tower  site. 

2.  An  environmental  assessment  relative  to  the  machine  design,  function 
and  maintenance  in  relation  to  the  terrain  characteristics,  wind  tur¬ 
bulence,  wind  shear,  lightning,  salt  spray  and  other  hazards  which  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  deems  necessary  for  a  proper  and 
safe  operating  wind  energy  conversion  system. 

E.  Standards  for  Wind  Energy  Conversion  Systems. 

The  following  criteria  shall  apply  to  all  wind  energy  conversion  systems: 

1 .  Access  to  the  tower  shall  be  limited  by  a  permanent  enclosure  not  less 
than  six  (6)  foot  in  height  with  a  locking  portal  or  by  removing  climb¬ 
ing  apparatus  on  the  tower  to  a  height  of  twelve  (12)  feet. 

2.  Specifications  shall  be  submitted  with  all  applications  documenting 
that  the  system  will  not  produce  interference  with  television  reception 
within  three  hundred  (300)  feet. 
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3.  Specifications  shall  be  submitted  with  all  applications  documenting 
that  the  noise  levels  produced  by  wind  energy  conversion  systems  will 
not  exceed  ambient  noise  levels  by  not  more  than  five  (5)  dBA  when 
measured  at  a  point  along  the  property  line  closest  to  the  tower. 

4.  Energy  produced  shall  be  primarily  for  use  of  the  occupants  of  the 
property. 

5.  Tower  height,  where  applicable,  shall  conform  to  Federal  Aviation 
Regulations. 

F.  Special  Permit  Conditions. 

In  granting  a  special  permit  for  a  wind  energy  conversion  system,  the 

Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  have  the  power  to  impose  addition¬ 
al  standards,  such  as  height  and  setback  requirements,  as  it  deems  necessary 

to  insure  compliance  with  the  intent  of  this  By-Law. 
or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  5 

RECOMMENDED:  Favorable  Action. 

YOU  are  hereby  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  a  copy  thereof, 
attested  by  you  in  writing  in  each  of  two  public  places  in  each  voting  precinct 
of  said  Town,  fourteen  (14)  days  at  least  before  the  date  of  holding  the  first 
meeting  called  for  in  this  Warrant.

CHAPTER  97 
ARTICLE  III 

PARKING  FOR  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS 
SECTION  97-11  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  HANDICAPPED  PARKING  SPACES 

No  person  shall  park  a  motor  vehicle,  motor  cycle  or  like  means  of  transportation 
in  a  designated  parking  space  that  is  reserved  for  vehicles  owned  and  Operated  by 
disabled  veterans  or  by  handicapped  persons  unless  said  vehicle  bears  the  distinctive 
number  plates  authorized  by  section  two  of  chapter  ninety  of  the  General  Laws. 

Any  person  or  body  that  has  lawful  control  of  a  public  or  private  way  or  of  improved 
or  enclosed  property  used  as  off-street  parking  areas  for  businesses,  shopping  malls, 
theaters,  auditoriums,  sporting  or  recreational  facilities,  cultural  centers, 
residential  dwellings,  or  for  any  other  place  where  the  public  has  a  right  of  access 
as  invitees  or  licensees  shall  be  required  to  reserve  parking  spaces  in‘ said  off-stre 
parking  areas  for  any  vehicle  owned  and  operated  by  a  disabled  veteran  or  handicapped 
person  whose  vehicle  bears  the  distinguishing  license  plate  authorized  by  section  twc 
of  chapter  ninety,  according  to  the  following  formula: 

If  the  number  of  parking  spaces  in  any  such  area  is  more  than  fifteen  but  not  more 
than  twenty-five,  one  parking  space;  more  than  twenty-five  but  not  more  than  forty, 

five  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  two;  more  than  forty  but  not  more  thar 

one  hundred,  four  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  three;  more  than  one  hunc 
but  not  more  than  two  hundred,  three  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  four; 
more  than  two  hundred  but  not  more  than  five  hundred,  two  percent  of  such  spaces  but 
not  less  than  six;  more  than  five  hundred  but  not  more  than  one  thousand,  one  and  one 

half  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  ten;  more  than  one  thousand  but  not  me 

than  two  thousand,  one  per  cent  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  fifteen;  more  than 
two  thousand  but  less  than  five  thousand,  three  fourths  of  one  per  cent  of  such  space 
but  not  less  than  twenty;  and  more  than  five  thousand,  onehalf  of  one  per  cent  of  sue 
spaces  but  not  less  than  thirty. 
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SECTION  97-12  SIGN  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  HANDICAPPED  PARKING  SPACES 

Parking  spaces  designated  as  reserved  under  the  provisions  of  section  97-11  shall 
be  identified  by  use  of  above  grade  signs  with  white  lettering  against  a  blue 
background  and  shall  bear  the  words  "Handicapped  Parking:  Special  Plate  Required. 
Unauthorized  Vehicles  may  be  removed  at  Owner's  Expense:"  shall  be  as  near  as 
possible  to  a  building  entrance  or  walkway;  shall  be  adjacent  to  curb  ramps  or  other 
unobstructed  methods  permitting  sidewalk  access  to  a  handicapped  person;  and  shall 
be  twelve  feet  wide  or  two  eight-foot  wide  areas  with  four  feet  of  cross  hatch 
between  them. 

SECTION  97-13  REGULATION  OF  UNAUTHORIZED  VEHICLES  IN  HANDICAPPED  SPACES 

Unauthorized  vehicles  shall  be  prohibited  within  parking  spaces  designated  for  use 
by  disabled  veterans  or  handicapped  persons  as  authorized  by  Section  97-11  of  these 
by-laws  or  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  curb  ramp  designated  for  use  by  handi¬ 
capped  persons  as  a  means  of  egress  to  a  street  or  public  way.

The  purpose  is  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  occupants,  individuals 
on  abutting  property  and  the  general  public;  and  to  reduce  adverse  environ¬ 
mental  effects  by  regulating  the  siting  of  wind  energy  conversion  systems. 

' 

B.  Definition 

Wind  Energy  Conversion  Systems  -  A  machine  which  removes  energy  from  the 
wind  and  converts  it  to  mechanical  or  electrical  energy. 

C.  Special  Permit  Required. 

Wind  energy  conversion  systems  may  be  allowed  as  an  accessory  use  in  all 
zoning  districts  as  a  Special  Permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals, 
subject  to  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  this  Section,  (120-106.1)  and 
to  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  Article  XXV. 

D.  Plan  Criteria. 

The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  require  such  information,  data 
and  testing  to  be  performed  at  the  applicant's  expense  in  order  to  achieve 
a  finding  of  compliance  with  the  intent  and  standards. 

At  a  minimum,  the  following  information  shall  be  submitted  with  each  special 
permit  and  site  plan  review  application  for  a  wind  conversion  system. 

1.  A  plan  of  land  showing: 

(a)

(d) 


Property  lines. 

Proposed  location  of  tower  on  site. 

Location  of  all  existing  structures  and  above  ground  utility  lines 
within  a  radius  equal  to  the  height  of  the  tower. 

Location  of  major  features  of  the  land  including:  trees,  outcropping, 
walls  and  all  topographical  changes  over  twenty  (20)  feet  inleight 
within  a  radius  of  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  the  proposed  tower  site. 
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2.  An  environmental  assessment  relative  to  the  machine  design,  function 
and  maintenance  in  relation  to  the  terrain  characteristics,  wind 
turbulence,  wind  shear,  lightning,  salt  spray  and  other  hazards  which 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  deems  necessary  for  a  proper  and 
safe  operating  wind  energy  conversion  system. 

E.  Standards  for  Wind  Energy  Conversion  Systems. 

The  following  criteria  shall  apply  to  all  wind  energy  conversion  systems: 

1.  Access  to  the  tower  shall  be  limited  by  a  permanent  enclosure  not  less 
than  six  (6)  feet  in  height  with  a  locking  portal  or  by  removing  climbing 
apparatus  on  the  tower  to  a  height  of  twelve  (12)  feet. 

2.  Specifications  shall  be  suraitted  with  all  applications  documenting  that 
the  system  will  not  produce  interference  with  television  reception  within 

three  hundred  (300)  feet. 

3.  Specifications  shall  be  submitted  with  all  applications  documenting  that 
the  noise  levels  produced  by  wind  energy  conversion  systems  will  not 
exceed  ambient  noise  levels  by  more  than  five  (5)  dBA  when  measured  at 

a  point  along  the  property  line  closest  to  the  tower. 

4.  Energy  produced  shall  be  primarily  for  use  of  the  occupants  of  the 
property. 

5.  Town  height,  where  applicable,  shall  conform  to  Federal  Aviation 
Regulations. 

6.  Specifications  shall  be  submitted  which  document  that  wind  energy 
conversion  systems  do  not  produce  any  low  frequency  sounds  or  vibrations 
affecting  people.  Maintenance  requirements  necessary  to  prevent  such 
sounds  shall  also  be  detailed. 

7.  Redundant  overspeed  controls  shall  be  required. 

F.  Special  Permit  Conditions. 

In  granting  a  special  permit  for  a  wind  energy  conversion  system,  the 

Special  Permit  Granting  authority  shall  have  the  power  to  impose  additional 

standards,  such  as  height  and  setback  requirements,  as  it  deems  necessary 

to  insure  compliance  with  the  intent  of  this  Bylaw.

To  add  a  new  paragraph  F.  toread  as  follows: 

F.  Lodging  house,  not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  lodgers;  and  only  in  the  conversion 
of  a  building,  existing  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  amendment,  containing 

up  to  three  (3)  dwelling  units;  and  further  provided  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  be  the  special  permit  granting  authority,  subject  to  the  conditions  -  and 
requirements  of  Article  XXV. 

F.  Article  XVI.  Signs.  Section  120-64  by  adding  a  new  paragraph  D  to  read  as 
follows: 

D.  Lodging  houses  in  any  zoning  district  shall  be  allowed  one  (1)  sign  not 
exceeding  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area.

Gentlemen: 

The  Planning  Board  received  an  early  Christmas  present,  fitting  to  its  work 
during  1982,  when  the  New  England  Chapter  of  the  American  Planning  Association 
selected  the  North  Weymouth  Revitalization  Plan  as  one  of  three  Outstanding 
Planning  Projects  for  1982.  This  study,  which  was  endorsed  by  the  Board  in 
June,  1982,  combined  the  efforts  of  the  Board,  consultants  Lane  Frenchman, 

North  Weymouth  Civic  and  Business  Associations,  Town  officials  and  citizens 
to  prepare  a  blueprint  for  change  in  the  North  Weymouth  neighborhood.  Through 
the  use  of  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Funds,  the  Board  hopes  to  catalyze 
improvements  to  the  neighborhood  over  the  next  fevy  years. 

Work  commenced  immediately  in  1982  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the 
study.  The  first  step  in  the  process  was  to  get  the  message  of  the  plan  out 
to  the  citizens.  This  was  accomplished  through  the  use  of  residential  and 
commercial  pamphlets,  which  were  distributed  to  all  North  Weymouth  homes  by 
the  North  Weymouth  Civic  Association.  Orlando  Street  was  selected  as  a 
demonstration  for  the  proposed  street  closings'and  the  Board  worked  closely 
with  the  residents  and  property  owners  to  arrive  at  a  plan  that  would  provide 
the  most  benefit  to  the  residents. 

The  commercial  facade  improvement  program  got  off  the  ground  in  October  when 
the  Board  selected  the  Hibernia  Savings  Bank  to  provide  financing  of  improve¬ 
ments.  The  first  applicant,  a  print  shop  on  Sea  Street,  has  already  received 
architectural  assistance  and  work  should  be  under  way  in  early  1983. 

The  neighborhood  center  zone,  recommended  for  the  Sea  Street  area,  was  drafted 
and  will  be  presented  for  Town  Meeting  approval  in  May,  1983.  The  new  zone 
will  provide  greater  control  over  land  use  changes  on  the  street  and  help  to 
prserve  the  historic  character  of  the  streetscape. 

Other  Community  Development  Activities 

Major  construction  projects  sponsored  by  the  Board  continued  to  focus  on  the 
Jackson  Square  area.  Under  the  joint  supervision  of  the  Park  Commission  and 
Planning  Board,  Lovell  Playground  was  transformed  into  a  first  rate  multi¬ 
level  recreation  area,  providing  meaningful  passive  and  active  recreational 
opportunities  for  the  community.  Over  $400,000  in  State  and  Federal  grants 
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were  used  to  create  and  refurbish  softball  and  hardball  diamonds,  tot  lots, 
basketball  and  street  hockey  courts  and  to  install  an  intimate  seating  and 
viewing  area  at  the  Herring  Run.  The  contrast  between  the  former  Noonan 
gas  station  and  new  landscaped  entrance  to  the  park  is  quite  dramatic. 

In  conjunction  with  the  park  improvements,  the  Board  allocated  $20,000  to 
alleviate  structural  problems  at  the  Herring  Run  Pool.  This  work  included 
rebuilding  the  fish  ladder,  reconstruction  of  two  concrete  walls,  installation 
of  two  fish  weirs  and  dredging  of  the  upper  and  lower  pools.  The  work  was 
coordinated  with  the  Town  D.P.W.,  Conservation  Commission,  Mary  Toomey  of  the 
Herring  Run  Committee,  Buzz  DiCarlo  of  Marine  Fish  and  Wildlife  and  Steven  Bliven, 
the  penultimate  Conservation  Administrator.  The  annual  herring  run  passage 
should  occur  without  mishap  due  to  the  extensive  work  accomplished  over  the  past 
year. 

Both  the  elderly  and  youth  of  the  Town  received  benefit  from  Community  Development 
funded  activities.  However,  new  government  regulations  allowed  only  ten 
percent  of  a  community's  funds  to  be  spent  on  social  services  which  forced 
the  Board  to  restrict  the  amount  of  funds  going  to  these  projects.  The  position 
of  Director  at  the  Council  on  Aging  andfthe  fuel  costs  for  the  Senior  Citizens 
Van  were  funded  as  well  as  the  Department  of  Health's  purchase  of  two  glucometers 
and  supplies  for  the  flu  vaccine  clinics.  All  the  above  programs  directly 
benefit  the  Town's  elderly. 

Funding  continued  for  the  Youth  Office,  which  operated  an  outreach  program  at 
the  Lakeview  Manor  Housing  Complex.  Two  day  care  programs  were  subsidized  in 
1982,  South  Shore  Day  Care,  Inc.  in  East  Weymouth  and  Country  Academy  Children's 
Center  in  North  Weymouth.  These  programs  provide  in-home  and  classroom  day 
care  for  children  of  low  and  moderate  income  families. 

A  capsule  of  other  activities  funded  through  the  Block  Grant  Program  include: 

1.  Jackson  Square  Rebate  Program.  Four  stores  received  rebates  totaling 
$11,500  for  renovations  to  their  storefronts  and  new  signage. 

2.  Veterans  Wall.  Ten  thousand  dollars  was  spent  for  repairs  to  the  Lt. 

Ralph  Talbot  Memorial  Wall.  The  work  was  performed  by  the  John  Kelly 
Co.  of  Hingham  based  upon  plans  prepared  by  William  Mill ett  of  the 
Engineering  Division. 

3.  Jefferson  School.  The  second  and  third  phases  of  work  were  completed 
at  the  historic  Queen  Anne  structure.  Included  in  the  work  were 
insulation  of  the  walls,  upgrading  electrical,  plumbing  and  safety 
systems,  and  reroofing.  Total  cost  for  these  items  was  approximately 
$79,000. 

4.  Abigail  Adams  Green.  Linder  $500  was  spent  to  have  the  Water  Division 
install  a  water  gate  on  the  Green.  This  will  provide  easy  access  for 
the  Garden  Club  when  watering  the  flowers  and  shrubs  at  the  Green. 

5.  Fire  Department.  A  second  brush  truck  was  purchased  which  will  be 
stationed  in  North  Weymouth. 
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Housing 


The  provision  of  decent  housing  for  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  continued  to 
receive  the  lion's  share  of  the  Board's  attention  and  funds  last  year.  Over 
$152,000  went  to  eighty-eight  households  under  the  grant  and  rebate  programs 
to  correct  housing  code  related  violations.  This  money  generated  over  $680,000 
in  private  funds  for  the  repair  of  homes  in  Weymouth. 

The  Section  8  Moderate  Rehabilitation  Program  was  a  new  program  administered 
by  the  Planning  Board  last  year,  The  program  provides  rental  subsidies  to 
landlords  who  repair  existing  apartments  and  rent  to  Section  8  eligible 
tenants.  This  program  is  run  jointly  with  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office 
of  Communities  and  Development..  Three  units  were  placed  under  agreement  and 
eight  units  were  in  progress  during  1982. 

The  Housing  Authority  has  received  $120,000  in  Block  Grant  funds  to  renovate 
units  at  the  Lakeview  Manor  Housing  Project.  One  building,  containing  four 
units,  was  renovated  in  the  Spring  and  more  units  will  be  completed  in  early 
1983.  The  renovation  project  is  coordinated  jointly  by  the  Board's  Housing 
Rehabilitation  staff  and  Housing  Authority. 

Equal  opportunity,  fair  housing  and  minority  entrepreneurship  activities  are 
also  funded  through  the  Block  Grant.  Equal  Opportunity  Officer  Karen 
Peterson  coordinates  these  activities  which  this  year  were  highlighted  by 
the  Weymouth  Fair  Housing  Committee's  Housing  Opportunities  Seminar  in  June. 
This  seminar  featured  speakers  from  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  the  Flatley 
Co.,  private  and  State  finance  organizations  and  the  Housing  Authority  dealing 
with  housing  rental  and  purchase  opportunities  for  low  and  moderate  income 
families . 

Planning  Activities 

The  Board  and  staff  spent  part  of  its  time  last  year  reviewing  and  monitoring 
ongoing  State  and  consultant  projects  which  will  have  significant  impact  on 
the  community  in  the  future.  These  projects  included  the  Weymouth-Braintree 
Interceptor  Study,  the  Hingham  Force  Main  Project,  the  Whitman's  Pond 
Feasibility  Study  for  Lake  Restoration  and  the  Area  of  Critical  Environmental 
Concern  designation  for  the  Back  River.  The  Board  congratulates  the  Back 
River  Committee  and  State  for  designating  the  Back  River  an  Area  of  Critical 
Environmental  Concern.  The  designation  dovetails  nicely  with  the  work  under¬ 
way  at  Lovell  Playgruund  and  the  Herring  Run. 

Zoning  issues  were  again  a  major  item  at  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meetings 
with  the  Board  holding  Public  Hearings  for  eight  zoning  articles.  The  staff 
researched  and  drafted  the  Wind  Energy  Conversion  System  Bylaw  passed  at  the 
June  Special  Town  Meeting  and  provided  input  and  review  of  the  Rooming  House 
Byl aw. 

The  Planning  Board  applied  for  and  received  $1,250  from  the  Massachusetts 
Office  of  Energy  Resources  to  conduct  walk-through  energy  audits  for  the  Town 
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Hall,  Town  Hall  Annex,  Police  Station,  Tufts  Library,  Fogg  Library  and  North 
Branch  Library.  The  completed  audits  provide  no  cost  and  low  cost  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  conserve  energy  and  save  on  utility  bills,  The  Town  received 
$2,790  in  funding  for  technical  energy  audits  of  the  Tufts  Library,  Fogg 
Library  and  North  Branch  Library.  The  work  will  be  performed  in  early  1983.

School  Reuse 

The  Planning  Board  staff  continued  its  role  as  staff  for  the  School  Reuse 
Committee  during  1982.  The  assistance  ranged  from  closing  and  securing  the 
buildings  to  the  preparation  of  developer  kits.  Developer  kits  were  prepared 
for  the  Abigail  Adams,  John  Adams,  Pratt,  Washington,  and  Athens  Schools. 

The  Washington  School  was  reopened  as  rental  space  in  July  when  the  Selectmen 
signed  a  six  month  lease  with  the  Human  Services  Resource  Center  of  Hyannis,  MA. 

The  firm  of  Lane  Frenchman  was  hired  to  prepare  marketing  studies  and  a 
developer  kit  for  the  Bicknell  Junior  High  School.  A  special  committee  was 
formed  to  examine  the  use  of  Central  Junior  High  School  as  a  municipal  center 
and  Hammer,  Kiefer  and  Todd,  Inc.  of  Cambridge  was  hired  to  prepare  that 
study.

Board  members  and  staff  are  requested  to  assist  on  certain  projects  or  sit 
on  committees  throughout  the  year.  Board  member  liaison  included  Thomas 
Lindsay  on  the  Zoning  Bylaw  Committee,  Lovell  Playground  Subcommittee,  and 
Libbey  Park  Committee;  William  Begley  on  the  North  Weymouth  Steering  Committee 
and  School  Reuse  Committee;  Martin  Joyce  on  the  Lovell  Playground  Subcommittee 
and  Fair  Housing  Committee;  Joseph  Hayes  on  the  Conservation  Commission; 

Robert  Lang  on  the  Metropol i tan  Area  Planning  Council;  and  Francis  Murphy  on 
the  Zoning  Bylaw  Committee  and  Libbey  Park  Committee.  Staff  served  on  the 
following  committees:  James  Clarke  -  School  Reuse,  Central  Reuse  and  Redevlop- 
ment  Authority;  Alan  Perrault  -  Energy  Committee  and  Fair  Housing  Committee; 
Rod  Fuqua  -  Zoning  Bylaw  Study  and  School  Reuse  Committee.

We  also  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  the  Public  Works  Department,  Town  Engineer,  Building  Inspector, 
Town  Counsel  and  other  agencies  that  have  assisted  the  Board  and  staff  in 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

AND 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  WEYMOUTH: 

In  the  1981  Annual  Report  we  expressed  concern  about  the  difficulty  of 
measuring  the  true  impact  of  budget  constrictions  on  public  education  in  Weymouth. 
Unlike  other  businesses,  the  business  cf  education  deals  with  many  intangibles:  the 
quality  of  a  child's  education  cannot  be  accurately  measured  in  inches  and  pounds,  in 
goods  and  products.  Far  thirteen  very  important  growth  years,  the  schools  are  expected 
to  provide  each  child  with  basic  skills,  with  job  skills,  with  preparation  for  the 
demands  of  college,  with  the  social  skills  needed  for  advancement  in  a  complex  society, 
with  the  emotional  maturity  to  become  a  responsible  citizen  and  adult,  and  with  myriad 
other  expectations  cf  the  parents,  the  community,  the  Massachusetts  Department  cf 
Education,  and  the  industries  and  businesses  that  will  employ  our  graduates. 

Y  et  Proposition  2-1/2  required  that  we  close  schools,  reduce  the  staff 
dramatically,  and  place  a  virtual  moratorium  on  purchases  cf  new  equipment,  repair  of 
existing  equipment,  replacement  of  textbooks,  library  books,  instructional  materials, 
and  supplies.  The  nineteen  buildings  which  represent  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  have 
not  had  the  preventive  maintenance  and  repair  that  such  a  hard-used  plant  demands 
because  the  budget  could  barely  pay  for  the  "essentials." 

Despite  these  financial  burdens  and  reductions  in  all  areas  cf  public  education 
in  Weymouth,  no  identifiable  catastrophes  have  occurred.  Thanks  to  the  hard  work  and 
dedication  of  the  educational  staff,  Weymouth  seems  to  be  meeting  its  commitment  to 
providing  students  with  a  quality  education  despite  a  drastically  shrunken  source  of 
funding. 

Student  achievement  as  shown  by  the  testing  done  in  the  schools  has  continued 
to  rise  at  all  levels.  Student  acceptance  into  employment  or  colleges  and  universities 
has  held  firm  or  improved.  The  curriculum  has  remained  flexible  to  the  needs  and  goals 
of  the  many  different  kinds  cf  children  enrolled  in  our  schools. 

Probably,  our  gravest  concern  has  to  do  with  facing  the  future  of  public 
education  in  Weymouth.  Although  enrollment  will  continue  to  decline,  it  has  already 
begun  declining  at  a  slower  pace  as  it  reaches  the  bottoming  out  phase.  Although 
inflation  has  slowed,  it  is  still  an  important  factor  in  the  monies  needed  to  purchase 
textbooks  to  keep  them  current,  to  buy  or  repair  equipment  to  keep  it  effective  for 
student  training  and  safety,  to  pay  for  the  teachers  and  specialists  still  working  with 
Weymouth  children,  and  to  finance  the  maintenance  of  school  buildings  and  grounds, 
transportation ,  and  the  many  other  items  important  to  the  education  of  Weymouth 
children.  Although  Proposition  2-1/2  allows  an  increase  cf  two  and  one-half  percent 
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over  last  year,  built-in  increases  exceed  that  amount-  We  cannot  dose  more  schools 
this  year;  we  must  replenish  textbooks  and  materials;  we  can  ill  afford  continued  staff 
reductions.  We  are  seriously  concerned  with  the  financing  of  public  education  in 
Weymouth. 

The  reports  that  follow  provide  more  detailed  information  about  the  Weymouth 
schools  in  1982.

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THE  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS  -  Robert  D.  West,  Associate  Superintendent 

Although  the  reduction  of  financial  resources  remained  a  controlling  influence 
in  1982,  it  was  nevertheless  a  year  in  which  a  measure  c£  stability  returned  to  the 
program.  Without  having  to  cope  with  the  pressures  of  reorganization  and  dramatic 
change,  the  opportunity  was  provided  to  study  the  functional  impact  of  the  steps  taken 
in  response  to  Proposition  2-1/2  and  to  develop  appropriate  solutions  to  observable 
problems.  In  addition,  it  can  also  be  said  that  the  year  was  notable  for  considerable 
accomplishment  an  the  part  of  students  and  staff  in  a  diverse  range  of  activities 
related  to  the  total  program  of  the  schools. 

In  detailing  the  year  more  precisely,  one  must  start  by  acknowledging  that 
budgetary  limitations  continued  to  be  an  ever  present  reality.  Textbook  purchases  were 
postponed  despite  the  fact  that  books  are  showing  age,  wear  and  content 
insufficiences.  Orders  of  instructional  supplies  were  greatly  reduced,  and  an  attempt 
was  made  to  maintain  the  program  utilizing  rapidly  diminishing  shelf  inventories.  No 
money  was  directed  to  the  acquisition  of  new  equipment,  and  concern  grew  about 
safety  and  providing  students  with  state-of-the-art  training.  Curriculum  development, 
so  dependent  on  funded  summer  staff  workshops,  slowed  considerably.  library 
collections,  lacking  the  addition  of  new  books  and  materials,  began  to  decline  as  a 
viable  educational  resource.  The  operational  theme,  of  necessity,  became  a  cry  "to 
make  do,"  but  it  was  apparent  that  limited  funding  was  taking  a  serious  toll  on  the 
quality  of  the  program. 

Through  the  effort  of  the  School  Committee  and  with  the  support  of  the  Town 
Meeting  ,  enough  funding  stabilization  was  achieved  at  the  secondary  level  to  eliminate 
the  need  for  further  massive  reorganization  and  restructuring.  This  period  of  relative 
calm  permitted  the  opportunity  for  review  of  steps  taken  in  required  haste  the  year 
before  and  allowed  the  development  of  strategies  to  better  utilize  the  new  grade 
organization.  As  part  of  this  process,  each  academic  department  was  invited  to  meet 
with  the  School  Committee  to  report  on  its  curriculum  and  program.  These  reports 
given  at  public  meetings  of  the  Committee  throughout  the  year,  not  only  focused  on 
the  departments'  current  offerings,  but  also  traced  the  changes  in  curriculum  and 
staffing  that  had  occurred  over  the  last  few  years.  Through  this  activity  and  the 
standard  work  of  the  Curriculum  Committee,  a  number  of  recommendations  were 
formed  and  ultimately  approved  by  the  School  'Committee  to  strengthen  our  total 
instructional  effort.  In  illustration,  at  the  high  school  level: 

-  A  reading  course  formerly  offered  to  ninth  graders  in  the  old  junior  high 
program  was  reinstituted  to  provide  freshmen  with  opportunity  for  additional 
experience  in  developmental  and  enrichment  reading. 

-  Instead  of  trying  to  provide  ninth  grades  with  some  experience  in  all  trade 
areas  included  in  the  Vocational  Technical  High  School  curriculum,  the  new  Exploratory 
Program  was  reorganized  to  allow  a  more  thorough  introduction  to  just  four  trades.  In 
addition,  the  program  was  converted  to  an  alternating  week  schedule,  a  week  of  shop 
and  a  week  of  class  in  which  heavy  emphasis  is  given  to  the  study  of  English, 
mathematics  and  social  studies. 

-  The  modified  French  and  Spanish  language  sequences  were  opened  to  ninth 
graders  to  provide  opportunity  for  a  full  four  years  of  study. 

-  Art  I  was  reinstituted  in  the  program  of  studies  to  establish  a  four  year 
course  sequence  and  to  provide  a  more  ordered  curriculum. 
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-  Introduction  to  Electricity  and  Electronics  were  two  courses  added  to  the 
industrial  arts  curriculum  to  provide  more  options  for  students  and  a  better 
introduction  to  the  more  demanding  upper  level  courses. 

-  The  home  economics  senior  high  school  foods  curriculum  was  reorganized  to 
offer  a  separate  course  for  ninth  graders  after  experience  demonstrated  that  because 
of  differences  in  maturity  it  was  unwise  to  group  the  freshmen  with  upper  class 
students. 

-  Mare  generally,  need  areas  that  had  been  identified  were  addressed  with  the 
introduction  of  a  new,  more  expansive  health  education  course,  an  honors  course  in 
Russian  history,  an  honors  course  in  biology  and  an  English  elective  entitled  Technical 
Writing  which  had  been  suggested  by  graduates  who  saw  a  need  for  more  training 
relative  to  the  writing  of  papers  dealing  with  highly  technical  subject  matter. 

At  the  junior  high  school  level: 

-  Instruction  in  art,  music  and  health  was  reorganized  by  increasing  frequency 
in  a  semester  length  format.  This  was  dene  to  provide  greater  continuity  and  intensity. 

-  Reading  instruction  in  the  seventh  grade  was  also  reorganized  to  permit  the 
reading  teacher  to  become  more  actively  involved  in  the  cluster  organization. 

-  The  junior  high  achievement  test  program  was  made  more  formal  to  increase 
pupil  interest  and  seriousness  of  purpose. 

-  An  alternative  junior  high  school  program  was  established  to  provide 
educational  options  for  students  who  cannot  cope  with  the  traditional  school  program 
and  to  remove  the  distraction  that  this  kind  of  /  student  can  hring  to  the  regular 
program. 

Again  in  1982  improvement  of  the  program  remained  a  steady  theme,  but  it  must  be 
noted  that  the  existing  program  continued  to  produce  good  results: 

-  Student  performance  on  standardized  testing  continued  to  improve. 

-  A  number  of  students  in  the  senior  class  were  cited  for  their  accomplishment 
in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program. 

-  Product  of  an  effort  to  expand  trade  experiences  for  vocational-technical 
students,  a  program  in  house  additions  and  remodeling  was  initiated. 

-  Weymouth  students  achieved  considerable  success  on  the  athletic  fields  and  in 
art,  music,  writing,  mathematics,  drama  and  foreign  language  competitions. 

-  College  placement  continued  to  be  quite  successful  and,  in  what  is  becoming 
something  of  an  established  fradition,  a  number  of  Weymouth  students  were  accepted 
into  national  military  academies. 

-  A  Weymouth  teacher  was  named  Massachusetts  Home  Economics  Teacher  of 
the  Year. 

-  Students  and  staff  participated  with  distinction  in  a  wide  variety  of  scholarly 


programs  such  as  foreign  policy  seminars,  student  government  day,  energy  symposiums 
and  engineering  conferences.  To  this,  one  must  add  mention  of  the  many  volunteer  and 
charitable  activities  to  which  Weymouth  students  and  staff  contributed. 

-  Although  representative  of  other  events  conducted  in  the  schools,  special  note 
must  be  made  of  Weymouth's  hosting  the  Southeast  District  Music  Festival.  Four 
hundred  and  sixty-five  high  schbol  student  musicians,  from  sixty  communities  gathered 
to  stage  a  remarkable  musical  event  which  highlighted  the  talent  and  effort  c£  many 
Weymouth  students  and  staff  members. 


THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  -  John  P.  Hackett,  Assistant  Superintendent 

Two  elementary  schools,  the  James  Humphrey  and  Homestead  Schools,  were 
closed  at  the  end  of  the  1981-82  school  year.  Ten  eLementaries  have  been  closed  since 
1977.  This  has  caused  many  children  to  change  schools  several  times  during  their 
elementary  years. 

The  corresponding  reduction  of  classroom  teachers  has  caused  a  number  of  large 
classes  which  present  difficult  instructional  problems. 

Despite  school  closings  and  staff  reductions,  basic  skill  achievement  has 
remained  high. 

The  Comprehensive  Test  c£  Basic  Skills  was  given  in  the  spring  of  1982  to  all 
children  in  grades  3  and  5.  Due  to  budget  reductions,  the  test  was  not  administered  in 
Grades  4  and  6  as  in  previous  years.  However,  the  Gates  McGinitie  Reading  test  was 
given  separately  to  Grade  6  children  in  January.  Both  are  nationally  normed  and 
indicate  how  well  our  children  do  in  general  basic  skills  in  the  areas  of  reading, 
language,  math  and  reference  skills.  The  results  are  given  to  the  parents  of  each 
individual  student  for  use  as  an  indication  of  progress  in  addition  to  regular  school 
reports.  School  and  system  scores  help  us  adjust  our  curriculum  to  maintain  the 
excellence  which  is  a  tradition  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools.  Below  you  will  find 
pertinent  data  about  each  test  section. 

Reading 

1.  Mean  scores  indicate  that  achievement  is  more  than  one  year  ahead  of  grade

Consistent  high  achievement  cn  the  Comprehensive  Test  of  Basic  Skills  may  be 
attributed  to  the  following  factors: 

1.  Commitment  to  basic  skills  by  a  competent  professional  staff. 

2.  Close  and  appropriate  supervision  of  instruction  by  elementary  principals  and 
ad  ministration . 

3.  Continual  review  of  curriculum  by  curriculum  committees  and  central  office 
personnel. 

4.  The  availability  and  use  of  skilled  special  needs  staff  and  Title  I  personnel 
for  diagnosis  and  remediation  of  children  who  need  help. 

5.  The  strong  support  of  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee.  Without  this 
support,  the  children  of  Weymouth  would  not  have  the  strong  foundation  in  the  basic 
skills  so  necessary  for  future  success  in  school. 

This  commitment  to  basic  skills  has  and  will  continue  to  stand  the  Weymouth 
Public  Schools  in  good  stead  in  preparing  children  for  secondary  and  post  secondary 
education  as  well  as  the  world  beyond  education. 


PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES  -  Lawrence  G.  Lambros,  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel 


GUIDANCE  AND  COUNSELING  SERVICES:  Family  problems  and  school  discipline 
problems  continue  to  plague  the  educational  process.  Nine  adjustment  counselors  and 
three  school  psychologists  work  with  over  300  students  and  their  parents  to  help  avoid 
serious  academic  underachievement  and  behavior  disorders.  Seventeen  guidance 
counselors  are  assigned  to  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  to  help  teenagers  set 
educational  and  occupational  goals  through  individual  and  group  counseling,  career 
counseling,  parents'  nights,  career  days,  reverse  college  and  workdays,  field  trips,  and 
published  materials.  Counselors  have  established  a  career  information  team  to  provide 
students  with  as  much  information  about  the  world  of  work  as  possible.  People  from 
the  world  of  work  come  into  our  schools  to  share  their  experiences  and  expertise  with 
interested  students  in  group  career-information  sessions. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES:  Seven  school  nurses  work  with  all  specialists,  coordinate 
vision  and  hearing  evaluations  and  provide  health  services  to  all  public  school  children. 

OTHER  SPECIAL  NEEDS  PROGRAMS:  Sixty-one  other  specially  trained  teachers  and 
therapists  work  with  over  1100  Weymouth  students  who  require  a  variety  of  special 
services  under  Chapter  766.  Parents,  administrators,  teachers,  and  specialists  work 
closely  together  to  carry  out  educational  plans  for  special  needs  children  in 
support-oriented  programs,  resource  room  programs,  special  class  programs  and  regular 
education  programs. 

Twenty-two  federally  funded  Title  I  and  Title  VI  specialists  also  work  with 
handicapped  students  in  Weymouth.  Federal  funds  provide  for  dose  to  twenty-five 
percent  of  services  to  the  handicapped  students  in  Weymouth.  Loss  or  curtailment  c£ 
these  funds  would  be  devastating  to  the  educational  program. 

Children  and  teenagers  found  to  have  special  needs  through  the  core  evaluation 
process  under  Chapter  766  procedures  are  placed  in  any  one  cr  more  cf  the  following 
programs.  In  all  cases,  except  for  those  children  most  severely  handicapped,  children 
with  special  needs  remain  in  the  regular  education  program  and  in  the  mainstream  of 
on-going  school  life  as  often  as  possible,  while  at  the  same  time  attending  the  special 
needs  programs  for  specific  help.

SCHOOL  BUSINESS  SERVICES  -  David  J.  Hines,  Assistant  Superintendent 

The  business  activities  of  the  School  Department  did  not  diminish  under  this 
year  of  limited  resources,  but  adjustments  had  to  be  made  in  all  areas.  There  was  a 
considerable  amount  of  relocation  of  furniture  and  equipment  between  closed  schools 
and  the  rest  of  the  school  system.  Maintenance  projects  were  almost  exclusively 
existing  bond  issues  or  grants  from  the  State.  The  only  acqusition  of  new  equipment 
occurred  under  state  and  federal  grants.  The  responsibilities  of  positions  that  were 
eliminated  were  assigned  to  other  personnel.  Another  increase  in  the  business  area 
work  load  arises  from  the  increased  requests  for  more  detailed  information  at  all  levels 
of  government. 

Data  Processing:  The  school  department  and  the  Town  have  added  new 
applications  to  process  information  more  effectively.  A  new  fiscal  accounting  package, 
a  new  payroll  package,  and  new  voter  and  census  programs  have  been  worked  on  during 
the  year.  Student  scheduling  programs  have  been  rewritten,  and  student  information 
records  have  been  expanded.  The  Director  of  Data  Processing  resigned,  and  the 
programmer  was  promoted  to  fill  the  position.  In  a  small  data  processing  center,  a 
change  of  this  kind  has  a  tremendous  impact  on  all  phases  of  the  operation. 

Energy  Conservation:  The  major  portion  of  the  school  grant  for  Energy 
Conservation  Measures  from  the  State  was  completed  this  year.  Of  the  total  grant  of 
$193,100,  only  cne  project  for  heating  controls  at  the  East  Junior  High  School  remains 
to  be  finished.  The  informational  requirements  c£  this  type  grant  are  enormous  because 
c£  the  need  to  compare  actual  fuel  consumption  charges  with  original  projections  to 
determine  the  true  pay-back  period  of  energy  conservation. 

Maintenance:  The  replacement  of  the  roof  at  North  High  School  under  a  special 
article  has  been  completed.  However,  a  portion  of  the  roof  at  the  Vocational-Technical 
High  School  also  needs  to  be  replaced.  The  structural  problem  of  the  east  wall  of  the 
Pingree  School  was  studied  and  found  to  be  less  serious  than  first  suspected,  with  a 
corresponding  reduction  in  the  cost  of  rep)air.  The  remaining  available  funds  are 
recommended  to  begin  a  window  replacement  project  at  North  High  SchoaL 

School  Lunch  Program:  The  school  system  suffered  a  serious  loss  with  the  death 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Curran,  the  School  Food  Service  Director.  Mr.  Curran  had  accomplished 
the  difficult  task  set  by  the  School  Committee  -  to  keep  the  program  on  a 
self-supporting  basis,  make  maximum  use  of  government  commodities,  provide  nutritious 
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and  attractive  meals,  and  keep  the  price  to  the  student  at  a  reasonable  level.  Mr. 
Curran  will  be  missed  by  all  who  worked  with  him  cr  came  in  contact  with  him.  A  new 
director  has  been  hired  after  an  extensive  screening  process. 

Other  areas  of  business  activity  for  the  school  department  went  through  similar 
upheavals.  Fcr  example,  the  contractor  that  provided  pupal  transportation  for 
Weymouth  students  for  over  25  years  declined  to  hid  on  a  new  multi-year  contract.  The 
review  of  procedures,  state  requirements,  safety  regulations,  and  Town  requirements 
had  to  be  established  with  a  new  school  bus  contractor.  However,  the  current  school 
year  began  with  a  minimum  of  transportation  problems. 
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REPORTS  OF  COORDINATORS,  DIRECTORS,  AND  DEPARTMENT  HEADS 
ART  DEPARTMENT  -  Hugh  J.  Sloan,  Jr.,  Coordinator 

The  Art  Department  stresses  art  skills  as  important  both  to  personal 
development  of  each  student  and  to  career  possibilities  for  interested  students.  Career 
information  for  high  school  art  students  is  provided  to  help  them  learn  about  admission 
requirements  and  course  content  at  the  Boston  Art  Institute  and  the  School  of  Fine 
Arts,  Boston  University.  This  year  six  Weymouth  students  successfully  competed  for 
gold  keys  cr  blue  ribbons,  receiving  three  awards  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Design,  site 
of  the  Greater  Boston  Scholastic  Art  cere  monies.  Weymouth  was  also  represented  at 
the  Kennedy  Library  in  a  ceremony  for  students  who  have  made  significant  progress  in 
both  the  visual  and  performing  arts.  Other  awards  coming  to  Weymouth  art  students 
included  an  honorable  mention  in  the  National  Scholastic  Art  competition,  a  design 
award  fear  a  letterhead  in  a  statewide  Boston  Envelope  competition,  a  four-year  college 
scholarship,  and  four  Evelyn  Sylvester  Book  Awards. 

Art  instruction  in  the  Weymouth  schools  enables  students  to  create  in  a  wide 
variety  of  art  media  so  that  students  know  how  to  work  with  each  and  to  use  these 
media  to  illustrate  their  academic  assignments.  The  art  curriculum  attempts  to  expand 
the  students'  visual  abilities  both  in  art  classes  and  in  their  other  classes. 

ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT  -  William  Dempsey,  Director 

Winter  and  spring  sports  at  North  and  South  High  •  Schools  were  conducted  as 
usuaL  Full  Suburban  League  schedules  were  played.  Hockey  programs  were  heavily 
subsidized  by  donations  from  Hockey  Booster  Clubs.  Winter  Track  volunteer  assistant 
coaches  were  paid  through  donations  by  Track  Boosters. 

The  Weymouth  North  Girls'  Basketball  team  was  the  South  Section  Div.  I 
Champion.  Weymouth  North  Girls'  Gymnastic  team  was  the  Suburban  League  Champion. 
Weymouth  North  Boys'  Gymnastic  team  was  the  third  best  team  in  the  State.  Weymouth 
North  Boys'  Hockey  team  made  the  Hockey  Tourney. 

m  the  Spring  sports,  Weymouth  South  Softball  made  the  Tournament.  Weymouth 
South  Girls'  Tennis  had  an  excellent  year,  also  making  the  Tournament.  Weymouth 
South  Beys'  and  Girls'  Track  teams  had  outstanding  records. 

Fall  sports  were  played  for  the  first  time  in  the  Old  Colony  League.  North  Boys 
and  South  Girls  won  League  Cross  Country  titles.  South  Football  had  its  best  record 
ever,  winning  its  last  six  games.  North  Beys'  Soccer  made  the  Tournament.  Freshman 
Football  programs  were  installed  and  subsidized  in  part  by  Football  Booster  Clubs. 
Budget  cuts  made  it  impossible  to  offer  Gdf  for  the  first  time.  Although  overall 
participation  numbers  have  been  good,  few  Freshmen  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  play.  Both  Coaches  and  the  Athletic  Director  agree  this  failure  to 
participate  is  due,  in  great  part,  to  the  intimidation  factor  of  competing  with  elder  and 
more  physically  mature  classmates. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  -  Jacqueline  F.  Chittenden,  Department  Head 

The  Business  Education  Department  continues  to  meet  the  challenge  of  changing 
business  technologies  by  providing  students  with  the  drills  and  abilities  for  successful 
employment  cr  additional  schooling.  The  department  trains  students  in  accounting, 
banking,  finance,  economics,  business  management,  marketing,  and  computer  technology. 


Relevance  is  achieved  in  subject  matter,  skills,  and  standards;  in  instructional 
materials,  methods,  and  techniques;  in  work  habits  and  attitudes;  and  in  teacher 
guidance  practices  and  career  information. 

Although  the  overall  school  enrollment  declined,  the  business  education  course 
elections  increased  slightly,  including  the  number  of  college-bound  students  taking 
business  subjects. 

The  job  placement  service  of  the  Busin esss  Education  Department  continues  to 
be  highly  functional.  Students  were  placed  in  part-time,  temporary,  car  open  graduation 
in  full-time  employment.  One  hundred  thirty-five  business  students  took  the  government 
examination  and  many  were  placed  in  entry-level  positions. 

The  secretarial  services  program  of  the  department  provided  students  with  an 
important  educational  advantage.  On-the-job  experience  was  realistically  provided  by 
students  supplying  their  services  to  school  department  offices. 

Although  the  Business  Education  Department  provides  a  high  level  c£  training,  a 
need  exists  to  supply  students  with  sufficient  exposure  and  training  in  computer 
knowledge  and  the  acquisition  of  equipment  is  deemed  vital  to  addressing  this  business 
education  field. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT  -  Beverly  Lutz,  Department  Head 

The  English  Department  continues  its  stress  on  raising  reading  and  writing  skills 
for  Weymouth  students:  a  new  senior  elective  course  in  technical  writing  and  a  new 
reading  for  achievement  course  for  ninth  grade  advanced  students  have  been  added  to 
the  curriculum.  Seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  receive  an  annotated  list  of  150 
titles  while  an  annotated  list  of  250  titles  for  students  in  grades  9-12  assists  Weymouth 
students  to  select  challenging  and  varied  books  for  required  bode  reports.  These  book 
report  records  are  kept  during  grades  seven  through  eleven  as  a  history  of  the 
students'  outside  reading.  Summer  reading  is  also  encouraged  with  extra  credit  in 
English  classes  given  in  the  fell  to  students  in  grades  seven  and  nine  if  they  read  from 
list  furnished  by  the  Department. 

Student  testing  and  SAT  scores  continue  to  rise  in  reading  and  writing  as  a 
result  of  greater  emphasis  by  teachers  in  these  important  areas. 

The  English  Department  staff  has  provided  students  with  an  after  school  course 
in  SAT  preparation.  Staff  training  has  also  been  provided  to  English  teachers  in 
Weymouth  in  improving  listening  skills  in  students,  in  using  computer  software  to 
improve  writing  and  editing  skills,  and  in  demonstrating  to  students  the  importance  of 
English  skills  to  success  in  future  employment  and  advancement. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES  DEPARTMENT  -  Edward  A.  Porter,  Department  Head 

Due  to  renewed  interest  in  basic  language  skills  and  vocabulary  development, 
the  Latin  program  has  increased  significantly  during  the  past  year.  There  are  now 
three  classes  of  Latin  I  at  North  High  School  and  four  classes  of  Latin  I  at  South  High 
School.  This  renaissance  of  the  Classics  is  expected  to  continue  this  year  with  more 
students  taking  Latin  L  Latin  H,  and  Advanced  Latin. 

During  the  past  year,  all  French  teachers  administered  the  French  examination 
sponsored  by  the  Cooperants  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Montreal,  Canada 
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Several  students  received  recognition  for  superior  achievement  in  French  language 
skills.  The  department  has  also  adopted  new  French  texts  for  all  French  I  courses.  This 
new  program  will  continue  into  French  H  during  the  coming  school  year. 

The  German  program  remains  an  integral  part  of  the  language  offerings  at  South 
High,  as  does  the  Italian  course  at  North  High. 

As  in  past  years,  more  than  50%  of  Weymouth  secondary  students  are  studying 
at  least  one  foreign  language.  All  foreign  language  classes  require  daily  homework  and 
class  participation;  while  these  activities  may  prove  to  be  challenging  to  students,  most 
graduates  have  found  foreign  language  skills  to  be  valuable  training  for  future  studies 
and  careers. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  -  David  G.  Lister,  Coordinator 

The  Department  has  revised  the  high  school  health  curriculum  by  replacing  the 
course,  Chemical  Substances,  with  one  entitled  Contemporary  Health  Issues,  which 
broadens  the  scope  of  health  topics  addressed  by  students. 

Greater  efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  special  needs  students  at  the 
elementary  level  with  adapted  programs  in  physical  education.  All  physical  education 
teachers  are  being  trained  in  adapted  physical  education  progams  so  that  they  can 
improve  their  teaching  skills  in  this  area. 

Bay  Shore  cable  television  joined  with  the  Health  and  Physical  Education 
Department  to  provide  the  first  live  studio  program  concerning  the  effects  of  marijuana 
ui  the  human  body.  Dr.  Everett  from  the  South  Share  Hospital  represented  the 
Weymouth  Public  Schools'  Health  Education  Department  in  a  panel  discussion  with  four 
Weymouth  high  school  students. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  -  Betsey  Erickson,  Department  Head 

Two-thousand  eight-hundred  and  thirty  students  are  enrolled  in  home  economics 
courses,  grades  7-12.  Seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  must  take  home  economics;  the 
courses  are  electives  for  students  in  grades  9-12.  Courses  cover  foods  and  nutrition, 
clothing  and  textiles,  family  living  and  child  development,  consumer  education  and  the 
skills  needed  for  intelligent  and  responsible  self  management. 

Two  federal  grants  are  providing  special  needs  students  with  a  cook/chef 
vocational  food  service  program  and  regular  students  with  a  comprehensive  family 
living  course  entitled  Adult  Roles. 

The  Weymouth  Home  Economics  Department  continues  to  develop  leadership 
skills  through  the  Future  Homemakers  of  America  activities.  In  addition,  the 
Department  involves  many  students  in  community  activities  and  services  designed  to 
benefit  both  the  community  and  the  students  providing  these  home-economics  related 
services. 
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INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT  -  Dr.  Richard  Talbot,  Department  Head 

The  Industrial  Arts  program  at  Weymouth  provides  a  broad  range  of  challenges 
and  experiences  far  students  at  many  levels  of  ability.  Students  enrolled  in  industrial 
arts  courses  continue  to  acquire  skills  which  can  play  an  important  role  in  the 
selection  of  and  preparation  for  careers.  In  addition,  participation  in  laboratory 
activities  provides  numerous  opportunities  for  individual  students  to  experience 
practical  applications  of  abstract  knowledge  acquired  in  other  areas  of  their 
comprehensive  education.  Some  students  enroll  in  selected  industrial  arts  courses  to 
acquire  knowledge  and  skills  that  will  complement  their  preparation  for  post-secondary 
education. 

Efforts  are  continuing  to  equalize  course  offerings  at  North  and  South  High 
Schools.  Graphic  arts  courses  are  now  available  to  North  High  students  in  a  converted 
classroom  which  contains  a  fully-equipped  and  integrated  dark-room  and  photo-offset 
printing  equipment. 

.4  new  course,  Introduction  to  Electricity/Electronics,  provides  ninth  grade 
students  with  exploratory  experiences  to  assist  them  in  possible  career  choices. 

At  South  High  School  the  industrial  graphics  laboratory  has  been  relocated  to 
provide  50  %  more  instructional  area.  This  increase  enables  more  students  to  enroll  in 
the  course  and  avail  themselves  of  this  important  laboratory  experience. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT  -  Gerard  Swanson,  Department  Head 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  mandated  that  students  be  tested 
periodically  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  have  achieved  minimum  competency  in 
the  basic  skills  of  mathematics.  Weymouth  secondary  students  are  tested  in  grade  8. 
Test  results  this  year  reflect  a  gain  over  last  year  with  over  96%  of  the  students 
passing  this  test.  Those  who  do  not  achieve  the  minimum  standards  are  remediated 
through  special  programs  and  retested  at  a  later  date. 

Although  SAT  scares  have  declined  in  many  communities,  Weymouth  students 
posted  substantial  gains  in  the  area  of  mathematics. 

Those  students  who  elect  to  take  the  Advanced  Placement  Test  in  mathematics 
continue  to  excel,  with  many  achieving  the  highest  possible  score.  As  a  result  they  are 
granted  full  college  credit  for  their  high  school  calculus  course. 

Through  arrangements  with  some  major  publishing  companies,  the  Math 
Department  is  currently  piloting  -  free  of  charge  -  some  promising  programs  in 
mathematics.  In  the  face  of  proposition  2-1/2,  this  allows  some  flexibility  to  continue 
curriculum  development  in  areas  of  chief  concern. 

In  extra-curricula  activities,  the  mathematic  teams  of  the  senior  high  schools 
finished  one-two  in  league  competition  this  year  with  South  High  capturing  league 
honors.  In  addition,  a  South  High  student  was  recipient  of  the  gold  medal  for  being  the 
outstanding  math  student  and  a  North  High  student  qualified  as  a  member  of  the 
Northeastern  regional  math  beam  that  competed  in  the  Eastern  United  States  Finals. 
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MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  -  Paul  Warren,  Director 

Despite  budget  reductions  in  the  music  area,  the  following  numbers  illustrate 
the  importance  c£  music  to  Weymouth  Public  Schools  students: 

201  elementary  students  began  the  study  of  a  musical  instrument  this  fall. 

295  elementary  students  participated  in  their  school  bands. 

787  elementary  students  participated  in  school  choruses. 

245  students  at  all  levels  are  taking  private  instrumental  music  lessens. 

152  junior  high  students  participated  in  their  school  bands. 

102  students  enrolled  in  junior  high  school  choruses. 

137  students  elected  band  in  high  schocL 
46  students  enrolled  in  high  school  choruses. 

128  students  enrolled  in  other  courses  and  elective  activities  in  high  school. 

The  Music  Department  also  involved  students  in  the  following  activities  to 
provide  performance  experiences  to  Weymouth  students:  the  Southeast  District  Music 
Festival,  held  at  North  High  School;  the  North  High  musical  production  of  Chari  ip 
Brown;  the  South  High  Band  performance  at  Quincy  District  Court  on  Law  Day;  the 
Veterans'  Day  and  Memorial  Day  parades;  the  Quincy  Christmas  parade;  Town  Hall 
Open  House  with  performances  by  the  North  High  Concert  Choir  and  the  South  High 
Woodwind  Ensemble;  and  many,  many  concerts  and  programs  in  schools,  churches, 
hospitals,  and  nursing  homes. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT  -  Timothy  F.  Daly,  Department  Head 

The  Science  Department  in  1982  provided  curriculum  modifications,  teacher  and 
student  participation  in  field  trips,  conferences  and  judging  science  fairs,  a  working 
relationship  with  the  elementary  science  committee,  and  participation  in  summer 
curriculum  institutes  and  career  awareness  workshops. 

The  following  represents  specific  events  that  book  place  during  the  year: 

Attendance  at  a  Nuclear  Energy  Seminar  at  MIT. 

Career  Awareness  Workshops  in  January  and  December;  North  and  South  High 

Schools 

Attendance  at  engineering  seminar,  University  of  Massachusetts. 

Attendance  at  Massachusetts  Association  of  Science  Supervisors  Annual  Meeting 
and  Conference. 

Judging  elementary  science  fair. 

Judging  school  and  regional  science  fairs. 

Teachers  also  attended  various  conferences  and  workshops. 

In  1982  an  honors  biology  course,  an  energy  science  course,  and  a  modified 
introductory  physical  science  course  were  provided  to  students  in  an  effort  to  keep 
science  studies  challenging,  current,  and  appropriate  to  student  needs. 
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SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT  -  Douglas  Blake,  Department  Head 


In  addition  to  the  Social  Studies  curriculjuin,  Weymouth  provides  secondary 
students  with  opportunities  to  become  involved  with  the  workings  of  govern  ment. 

In  the  Political  Discovery  Program  South  High  School  students  spent  a  week  at 
the  State  House  in  Boston  exploring  the  state  political  process,  talking  with  elected 
officials,  viewing  activities  of  representatives,  court  officials,  lobbyists,  and  media 
personnel 

Through  the  Closeup  Program,  senior  high  school  students  spent  a  week  in 
Washington  to  observe  the  federal  government  in  action  through  seminars,  discussions, 
and  conversations  with  Congressmen,  Senators,  ad ministrators,  judges,  and  other 
Washington  officials. 

Students  also  participated  in  a  number  of  Kennedy  Library  programs,  including 
U.S.  foreign  policy,  the  assessment  of  the  Reagan  administration,  foreign  policy  and  the 
U.S.S.R. 

During  Student  Government  Day  students  assumed  the  roles  of  state  officials  in 
a  program  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Education.

The  Committee  met  six  (6)  times  on  zoning  matters  proposed  by 
residents  and/or  town  officers  and  boards  to  review  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board  and  Town  Meeting  as  follows: 

A.  Change  of  zoning  from  R-l  to  R-3  on  property  at  Essex  Street. 
Not  recommended. 


B.  Article  concerning  wind  energy  conversions  structures  and 
systems  proposed  by  private  residents.  The  committee  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Planning  Board  drafted  restrictions  and  regulations. 
The  article  was  adopted  by  Town  Meeting. 

C.  At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  committee  drafted 
amendments  to  the  By-law  providing  for  lodging  house  use  as  a  special 
permit.  Adopted  by  Town  Meeting. 

D.  At  the  request  of  the  Re-use  School  Committee  re-zoning 
Pratt  School  property  from  R-3  to  open  space.  Adopted  by  Town  Meeting. 

E.  Re-zoning  Abigail  Adams  School  from  R-4  to  open  space.  Adopted 
by  Town  Meeting. 

F.  Re-zoning  of  a  portion  of  the  former  Nevin  School  property  from 
open  space  to  R-l.  Adopted  by  Town  Meeting. 

Thomas  J.  Lindsay,  one  of  the  original  members  of  this  committee, 
has  resigned ias  a  result  of  his  having  been  voted  Chairman  of  the 
Planning  Board.  Tom  has  served  the  town  on  many  boards  and  committees 
and  always  with  dedication.

Gentlemen  and  Mesdames: 

The  Park  Comnission  herein  submits  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1982. 

For  the  second  time  in  three  years,  the  Park  Department  mourns  the  loss 
of  a  Commission  member.  Francis  E.  "Jabber"  Slattery  died  suddenly  on  October 
3,  1982.  First  elected  to  the  Commission  in  1970,  he  served  with  distinction 
for  twelve  years.  During  those  twelve  years,  "Jabber"  worked  to  establish  a 
diverse  recreation  program  with  broad  appeal.  In  1972  he  founded  the  Weymouth 
Recreation  Hockey  Program  and  until  the  end,  remained  an  active  participant. 
"Jabber's"  concern  was  not  limited  to  the  youth  of  the  Town.  For  ten  years 
he  served  as  the  Park  Department  representative  to  the  Council  on  Aging.  In 
this  position  he  promoted  recreational  opportunities  for  Weymouth's  elderly. 

In  lasting  tribute  to  "Jabber",  the  Commission  has  petitioned  the  Memorial 
Committee  to  initiate  Town  Meeting  action  which  would  result  in  the  naming  of 
the  new  baseball  field  at  Lovell  Playground  the  Francis  E.  "Jabber"  Slattery 
Memorial  Baseball  Field. 

As  a  Commission,  we  will  miss  his  experience,  his  wisdom  and  his  dedica¬ 
tion.  As  friends,  we  will  miss  his  wit,  his  honesty  and  his  easy-going  manner. 

The  Commission,  in  a  more  positive  note,  welcomed  its  newest  member, 

Robert  J.  McKinnon,  Sr.,  who  was  elected  in  the  Annual  Town  Election. 
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While  compelled  to  operate  with  level  budgeting,  the  Park  Commission 
realized  successful  supplementation  of  the  regular  over-all  recreation  program 
by  offering  seT f supporti ng  activities  that  were  funded  by  fees  charged  in 
accordance  with  the  department's  revolving  fund.  Regular  programs  prevailed 
as  follows: 

Supervised  facilities  sponsored  by  the  Weymouth  Park  Department  at 
Wessagussett  Beach  and  Lake  Street  Beach  were  made  available  to  the  residents 
of  Weymouth  during  the  summer  of  1982  from  June  27  through  September  6,  from 
9:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  daily. 

Swimming,  Lifesaving,  First  Aid  and  Small  Craft  classes  were  conducted 
for  over  3,000  students  by  twenty  competent  American  Red  Cross  Water  Safety, 
First  Aid,  Small  Craft  and  Handicapped  Instructors  who  were  graduates  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  Aquatic  School  in  Lennox,  Massachusetts. 

Classes  were  taught  throughout  the  summer  in  two  sessions,  five  days 
a  week  Monday  through  Friday:  July  1  through  July  26  and  July  29  through 
August  29.  Registration  and  pre-testing  were  held  on  June  29  and  June  30. 
Registration  for  the  second  session  was  held  on  July  28  and  29.  August  23- 
26  were  reserved  for  water  show  preparation  and  Red  Cross,  Park  Department 
and  Instructor  Administration. 

Instruction  was  offered  to  tiny-tots,  pre-beginners,  shallow  water 
beginners,  advanced  beginners,  intermediates,  swimmers,  advanced  swimmers, 
basic  rescue  and  water  safety  students,  advanced  life  savers,  water  safety 
and  small  craft  instructor  aides,  first  aides,  adults,  racers,  synchronized 
swimmers,  basic  boaters,  kayakers,  basic  sailors,  canoers  and  handicapped  and 
exceptional  children.  Weekly  schedules  and  program  information  were  published 
in  the  Weymouth  News.  Announcements,  interviews  and  class  cancellations  were 
aired  over  Radio  Station  W.J,D.A.  in  Quincy  and  Bay  Shore  Cable  T.V.  in  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Both  beaches  were  patrolled  daily  from  9?00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  by  twenty- 
four  lifeguards.  Head  lifeguards  P,  J.  McCue  and  Edward  MacDonald,  proudly 
provided  guidance  to  the  fifteen  lifeguards  assigned  to  Wessagussett  Beach, 
while  Brian  Curtin  served  as  head  lifeguard  to  the  six  lifeguards  stationed 
at  Lake  Street  Beach.  Assisting  lifeguards  in  maintaining  safe  waterfronts 
at  both  beaches  were  three  special  beach  police. 

Administrators  for  the  1982  season  were,  Alan  Bates  and  Assistant 
Supervisors  Kathleen  Maynard  and  Donna  McPhee.  Donna  McPhee's  responsibilities 
included  administering  the  swimming  program  and  organizing  the  annual  water 
show  at  Lake  Street  Beach.  Kathleen  Maynard  was  responsible  for  organizing 
the  swimming  program  at  Wessagussett  Beach  and  directing  the  annual  water 
carnival.  As  expected,  Kathy  and  Donna  carried  out  their  assignments  in  a 
very  professional  manner. 

The  summer  programs  were  implemented  on  June  27  and  July  1st  after 
supervisor/assistant  supervisor's  meetings  and  staff  orientation  programs. 

Twenty  lifeguards  and  three  beach  policemen  needing  to  be  re-certified  in  C.P.R. 
attended  a  re-training  session  from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  June  25th.  All 
lifeguards  (new  and  veteran)  attended  orientation  (June  26)  where  they  were 
re-trained  in  various  methods  of  resuscitation  and  up-to-date  First  Aid 
techniques.  Lifesaving  techniques  were  discussed,  demonstrated  and  practiced 
by  all  participants.  Also,  at  this  time,  all  scheduling,  general  procedures, 
duties  and  responsibilities  were  clearly  explained  by  the  Supervisor  and 
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the  Assistant  Supervisors.  The  instructor's  preparation  ^June  27  and  28) 
consisted  of  updating  Red  Cross  courses  and  first  aid  and  water  safety  skills, 
swimming  workshops  and  discussions  of  general  procedures  and  responsibilities. 

Staff  in-service  training  continued  throughout  the  summer  with  many  members 
completing  courses  in  C.P.R.  training  and  standard  First  Aid  to  the  injured. 

Staff  members  were  also  responsible  for  completing  a  weekly  workout  schedule. 

Under  the  direction  of  head  coach,  Paul  Cashman  and  assistants  Dave 
Connolly  and  Donna  Dempsey,  the  Weymouth  Park  Department's  Swim  Team  completed 
a  successful  season  in  the  Wataqua  League.  Over  1 30  youngsters  trained  daily 
at  Wessagussett  and  Lake  Street  in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  competition. 

During  the  summer  season,  instructors  Michelle  Healy  and  Sara  Lambe  directed 
the  expanded  activities  of  our  synchronized  swim  team.  Besides  the  annual 
demonstrations  in  Weymouth,  the  teams  took  part  in  the  Bridgewater  Regional 
Synchronized  Swimming  Festival  at  Bridgewater  State  College. 

Our  small  craft  program  at  Wessagussett  Beach  continued  to  develop  and 
expand  and  was  once  again  a  popular  part  of  our  program  under  the  supervision 
of  American  Red  Cross,  Small  Craft  Instructors  Nancy  McSherry,  Anthony  Cavallo 
and  Susan  DeLuca.  Several  of  our  small  craft  students  participated  in  Quincy 
Bay  Race  Week  and  finished  in  the  middle  of  the  field. 

American  Red  Cross  Adapted  Aquatics  Instructors  Dawna  Kelly,  Douglas 
Trudeau  and  Susan  DeLuca  organized  and  taught  an  excellent  program  for  the 
handicapped  and  exceptional  children  of  Weymouth. 

One  of  the  summer's  highlights  was  the  Red  Cross  Swim-A-Cross .  Many  of 
our  talented  swimmers  participated  and  earned  hundreds  of  dollars  for  the  American 
Red  Cross.  In  addition,  on  July  4th,  the  staff  of  Wessagussett  and  Lake  Street 
Beach  combined  to  run  a  family  day  at  the  beach.  The  activities  included  small 
craft  rides  for  all,  relay  races  on  land  and  sea  and  concluded  with  our  always 
popular  sand  castle  building  contest.  This  year's  4th  of  July  events  attracted 
dozens  of  participants  and  prizes  were  awarded  in  various  categories. 

The  swimmers'  activities  concluded  with  the  presentation  of  the  annual 
water  shows.  "Mother  Goose"  and  the  "Wizard  of  Oz"  were  the  themes  of  the 
aquatic  shows.  The  water  show  at  Lake  Street  Beach  was  based  on  the  all  time 
favorite  "Wizard  of  Oz".  The  twenty-eighth  annual  Wessagussett  Beach  show 
featured  a  children's  nursery  rhyme  "Mother  Goose",  with  the  characters  in  the 
show  being  portrayed  by  the  students  who  participated  in  the  Park  Department 
programs  throughout  the  summer. 

The  cast  demonstrated  swimming,  first  aid,  lifesaving,  CPR  and  synchronized 
swimming  as  part  of  the  show.  Awards  were  also  presented  at  this  time  to  students 
who  had  excelled  in  Weymouth's  Aquatic  Program. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to: 
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The  Weymouth  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  Harbormaster  Tom  Smith,  Weymouth 
Public  Works  Department,  Weymouth  Board  of  Health,  Wessagussett  Yacht  Club, 
and  Weymouth  Red  Cross  Secretary,  Mrs.  Gardner  for  their  efforts  and  contri¬ 
bution. 

On  June  28  the  Commission  opened  fifteen  playgrounds  with  qualified 
supervision  for  the  eight  week  season.  Playgrounds  were  staffed  with  one 
female  and  one  male  instructor. 

The  annual  competitive  examination  for  Playground  Leader  positions  was 
taken  by  A2  applicants  who  participated  to  fill  thirteen  vacancies. 

Competitive  league  schedules  in  baseball,  kickbal),  softball,  basketball 
and  volleyball  took  place  during  the  eight  week  period.  Winning  playgrounds  were 
awarded  trophies  for  their  outstanding  achievements. 

During  the  summer  season  numerous  children  participated  in  the  trips  to 
Paragon  Park,  George's  Island,  Benson's  Wild  Animal  Farm  and  Boston  pops  con¬ 
cert  at  the  Esplanade.  Trips  were  also  made  to  Stoneham  Zoo  and  M.D.C.  Child¬ 
ren's  Theatre. 

Under  the  direction  of  two  Arts  and  Crafts  Specialists  who  made  daily  visits 
to  playgrounds,  an  annual  exhibit  was  held  at  the  Harborlight  Mall  in  North  Wey¬ 
mouth.  Children  of  all  ages  participated  in  this  display  as  they  submitted  their 
best  work  of  art  done  during  the  summer. 

A  tennis  Specialist  offered  instruction  to  children  and  adults  of  the  Town. 

Also,  during  the  summer  special  events,  such  as  Hula  Hoop,  Frisbee,  Pitch- 
Hit-Run,  Pepsi  Hot  Shot,  Hershey  Track  Meet  and  Weymouth-Wet-Wonderful  Day  were 
held  for  the  youth  of  the  Town. 

For  the  Senior  Citizen's,  the  Annual  Cook-out  was  again  a  tremendous  success 
as  over  nine  hundred  1 900 J  gathered  on  August  10  at  Great  Pond  in  South  Weymouth. 
Once  again  thanks  for  the  success  of  this  special  day  goes  to  Susan  Toohey  and 
the  playground  staff.  Special  thanks  this  year  goes  to  Linda  and  Stephen  Douglas 
for  their  donation  of  a  large  canopy  to  shelter  the  Senior  Citizens  from  the 
summer  sun. 

The  Park  Department  once  again  over-saw  the  issuing  of  permits  during  the 
spring  and  summer  to  the  numerous  youth  baseball  and  adult  softball  groups  in 
Town.  Those  independent  groups  do  an  exceptional  job  in  augmenting  Town  spon¬ 
sored  activities.  As  usual  field  space  was  scheduled  to  capacity. 

For  the  twenty-eighth  consecutive  year  the  summer  Exceptional  and  Physically 
Handicapped  program  was  conducted  during  an  eight  week  session.  This  year  the 
program  was  based  at  the  Edward  T.  Henley  Memorial  Building  at  William  Webb  State 
Park  in  North  Weymouth. 

Two  days  each  week  were  devoted  to  swimming  lessons  at  Wessagussett  Beach. 

Once  a  week  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Hal  Larsen  of  the  East  Weymouth 
Bowling  Alleys  the  participants  had  the  opportunity  to  bowl. 
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The  summer  of  1982  was  a  fascinating  experience  for  all  members  of  the 
Handicapped  Program.  Implemented  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  June,  the  program 
was  conducted  for  eight  weeks  through  August  twentieth.  This  year's  enroll¬ 
ment  consisted  of  four  instructors,  one  outside  CETA  worker,  two  volunteers, 
and  twenty-four  campers  ranging  in  age  from  five  to  twenty-two  years.  Six  new 
campers  six  years  of  age  and  under  were  introduced  to  our  program  this  past 
summer.  The  handicaps  facing  these  children  included:  aphasia,  blindness, 
cerebral  palsy,  deafness,  emotional  disturbances,  hydrocephalus,  learning 
disabilities,  mental  retardation,  muscular  dystrophy,  and  spina  bifida. 

The  success  of  the  program  must  be  attributed  to  the  professionalism  of 
its  staff.  Supervisor,  Mary  C.  Mulligan,  Mary  Anne  Kahler,  Elaine  Shea  and 
James  M.  O'Connell  certainly  personified  the  essential  elements  of  character 
necessary  to  make  the  Handicapped  Program  work.  They  practiced  leadership, 
patience  and  flexibility,  showed  dedication,  responsibility  and  understanding, 
and  generated  enthusiasm,  humor  and  warmth.  Each  of  them  possesses  unique 
qualities  of  compassion,  human  kindness  and  sensitivity  which  enable  them  to  be 
acutely  aware  of  the  feelings  and  needs  of  the  handicapped  children. 

Six  of  the  campers  were  hired  under  the  CETA  Program  during  the  summer. 

This  opportunity  gave  them  responsibility,  some  vocational  skills,  and  a  sense 
of  accomplishment,  not  to  mention  an  improved  self-image.  The  children  were 
thrilled  with  the  pay  incentive  and  their  families  seemed  pleased  with  their 
newly-acquired  "custodial  and  child  care  skills." 

Three  campers  participating  in  our  program  came  from  surrounding  towns. 

This  indicates  that  the  Town  of  Weymouth  provides  a  very  desirable  recreation 
program.  Transportation  was  furnished  by  the  Hull  and  Scituate  School  Departments. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Handicapped  Program  was  home-based  at  the 
Edward  T.  Henley  Building  of  the  William  K.  Webb  Memorial  Park.  Part  of  each  week 
was  spent  at  this  site  where  the  children  were  instructed  in  a  diversity  of  indoor 
and  outdoor  activities  as  well  as  arts  and  crafts.  Individualized  instruction  was 
given  by  Alison  B.  Chester  and  Ann  C.  Logue  who  took  true  interest  in  the  children 
by  presenting  a  variety  of  projects  for  them  to  create.  Having  the  Henley  building 
at  our  disposal  is  a  great  advantage  for  the  Exceptional  Programs.  It  is  a  refuge 
from  inclement  weather,  a  comfortable  atmosphere  in  which  the  children  can  enjoy 
themselves  and  a  place  they  can  call  their  own.  Also,  the  Henley  building  is  a 
potential  learning  center  for  the  acquisition  of  basic  vocational  skills.  This  was 
demonstrated  to  some  extent  this  past  summer  through  the  efforts  of  Mary  Anne 
Kahler  and  her  mini-culinary  art  classes.  For  the  Park  Department  to  lose  this 
facility  because  of  the  escalating  price  of  oil  would  be  a  tragedy. 

Two  days  each  week  were  devoted  to  swimming  lessons  at  Wessagussett  Beach. 

All  the  campers  were  registered  in  classes  and  each  received  an  adapted  aquatic  pro 
gram  certificate.  Swimming  instruction  was  given  by  the  Weymouth  Park  Department 
Aquatic  Staff.  Credit  must  bp  given  to  Susan  DeLuca,  Dawna  M.  Kelly  and  Douglas  A. 
Trudeau  who  motivated  the  children  and  helped  them  understand  the  importance  of 
being  able  to  swim. 

On  Tuesday  mornings,  the  Handicapped  Program  had  the  occasion  to  bowl  at  the 
East  Weymouth  Bowling  Alleys  through  the  indulgence  of  Mr.  Hal  Larsen.  This  activ¬ 
ity  provided  fun,  a  sense  of  competition,  excitement  and  much  needed  exercise. 
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The  remaining  days  each  week  were  occupied  by  field  trips.  These 
included  the  following:  The  Childrens'  Museum,  College  Pond,  Cran  World, 
Macomber  Farm,  The  Muppet  Show,  Paragon  Park,  The  Salem  Witch  Museum  and 
the  Thompson  Center.  Also,  the  Handicapped  Program  embarked  on  several 
night  excursions  to  Cinema  I  in  Hanover,  Fenway  Park,  Paragon  Park  and 
Spinoff  Disco/Roller  in  Boston. 

For  transportation,  we  had  the  use  of  two  vans.  One,  a  bus  from 
Carey's  Rental  Service,  was  most  satisfactory  to  our  needs  because  this 
vehicle  did  not  have  the  3*00  P.M.  deadline  to  meet.  We  were  thus  able 
to  spend  more  time  on  field  trips  and  have  more  control  over  unforeseen 
complications,  such  as  traffic  jams.  It  was  also  much  more  relaxed  to  have 
available  transportation  at  all  times  should  an  emergency  occur.  In  addition, 
-this  van  was  in  good  condition  and  its  spaciousness  comfortably  accommodated 
the  passengers.  The  other  bus,  supplied  by  the  Weymouth  School  Department, 
was  equipped  with  a  hydraulic  lift.  This  mechanism  is  a  great  convenience 
in  that  it  makes  it  possible  to  transport  certain  individuals  safely.  We 
wish  to  thank  Mr.  Arthur  Cicchese  for  his  cooperation.  He  was  most  pleasant 
and  understanding  of  our  transportation  needs. 

In  keeping  with  the  suggestion  of  Chairman,  Richard  F.  Waite  to  become 
more  involved  in  humane  affairs,  the  Handicapped  Program  visited  the  South 
Shore  Hospital,  brought  coffee  periodically  to  a  local  bedraggled  flower 
merchant  and  wrote  get  well  notes  to  recuperating  members  of  our  crew.  We 
participated  in  the  following  community  events:  Weymouth  Day,  Town  Track 
Meet,  Pepsi  Hot  Shot  Tournament  and  Family  Day.  Two  campers  donated  their 
time  and  energy  by  serving  the  elderly  at  the  Senior  Citizens'  Cookout. 

The  summer  season  at  Great  Esker  Park  ran  from  June  28  to  August  20. 

The  traditional  eight  week  program  included  classes  in  Forestry,  Wildlife, 

Tube  Rafting,  Camping  &  Survival,  Canoeing,  Nature  Crafts,  Bike  Touring  and 
Fishing.  The  evening  Adult  Canoeing  and  Sunday  Family  Canoeing  programs 
were  also  offered  again  and  met  with  great  success.  During  the  off  season, 
the  Park  was  utilized  by  numerous  joggers,  nature  lovers  and  cross  country 
skiers.  The  Park,  an  area  once  over-run  with  youth  problems,  has  progressed 
to  the  point  Where  the  problems  are  virtually  non-existent  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  isolated  incidents. 

During  the  winter  school  vacations,  the  Conmission  introduced  Town-wide 
competition  for  children  in  bowling,  swimming  and  track.  These  tournaments 
and  meets  to  be  conducted  annually. 

The  federally  funded  project  to  construct  the  Herring  Run  Park  and  to 
reconstruct  the  Lovell  Playground  facilities  has  been  practically  completed 
at  this  writing.  Dedication  ceremonies  are  scheduled  for  an  early  spring  date. 

Mr.  Harold  C.  Gould,  Superintendent  of  the  Park  &  Tree  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  retired  on  October  8,  1982.  The  Park  Commission 
presented  Harold  with  a  plaque  expressing  our  gratitude  for  his  gracious  service 
and  advice  over  the  years. 
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The  Park  Commission  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
various  Town  Boards  and  Departments  that  have  been  of  assistance  during 
the  past  year.  Special  thanks  is  extended  to  the  Planning  Board  and 
particularly  the  Park  and  Tree  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Note  must  also  be  made  of  the  many  volunteer  groups  in  town  and  the  dedicated 
young  employees  that  make  the  Park  Department  productive.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Pemament  Cenetary  Commission  is  Dleased  to  report  on  the  following: 

Youths  from  the  Town  of  Weymouth  were  employed  to  restore  and  maintain  the 
cemetaries. 

The  men  of  the  85th  Ariel  Port  Squadron  of  the  United  States  Air  Force  at 
Hanscon  Air  Force  Base,  Came  to  Weymouth  and  nut  up  28  headstones  that  were 
vandalized  at  the  Elmwood  Cemetery  in  South  Weymouth.  Our  heartfelt  thanks 
from  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  and  the  relatives  of  those  interred  in 
final  rest.  These  men  volunteered  and  came  to  Weymouth  non  gratis. 

A  sign  designating  the  Old  Burial  Ground,  near  the  Pleasant  Street  area  of 
the  expressway,  was  lost  when  the  street  was  renaired,  Barbara  Johnson  of  North 


Weymouth  designed  and  made  a  sign  and  Joseph  Halpin  from  Alpine  Welding  Co., 
put  up  the  pole.  Both  sign  and  pole  were  donated  free  of  charge. 

It  is  our  aim  as  designated  by  the  laws  of  our  Commission,  that  the  Town 
of  Weymouth  will  always  have  a  valuable  resource 
people’s  hertiage,  in  the  History  of  our  Town.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 


The  Main  Library  has  had  a  steady  increase  in  circulation, 
reference,  and  general  use  of  the  building.  The  risina  cost  of  books  and 
magazines  has  played  an  important  role  in  this  gain.  The  borrowers  are 
seeking  ways  to  implement  savings  in  their  own  budgets  and  have  sought  out 
the  library  as  an  answer  to  educational  as  well  as  recreational  needs. 

This  past  year  has  brought  about  many  personnel  changes.  Mrs.  Julia 
Gurnett,  Adult  Program  Supervisor  for  many  years,  retired  in  the  spring. 

Her  graciousness  and  determined  effort  to  answer  all  questions  posed  at  the 
reference  desk,  on  the  telephone  and  by  mail  had  impressed  the  patrons. 

Mrs.  Sandra  P.  Darling  has  replaced  her  in  this  position.  She  has  worked  for 
the  library  both  in  the  branches  and  the  Main  Library.  I  am  certain  that 
she  will  answer  all  inquiries  with  the  same  determination  as  her  predecessor. 

Barbara  L.  Sullivan,  Children's  Program  Supervisor,  resigned  this  year 
and  we  have  expended  much  effort  in  replacino  her.  The  new  appointee  will 
begin  in  January  1983  and  I  am  sure  that  she  will  carry  on  the  strong 
tradition  of  nood  library  programmina  for  children  that  was  established  many 
years  ago  in  Weymouth.  VJilliam  F.  MacDonald,  a  custodial  supervisor  for 
fifteen  years  retired  this  year.  His  position  was  filled  by  Ronald  DiSalvo 
who  has  worked  in  the  library  system  for  ten  years.  The  building  and  grounds 
have  been  well  cared  for  under  Mr.  MacDonald's  tenure  and  I  am  confident  that 
Ronald  will  continue  to  carry  on  this  program. 

Once  aqain  the  library  qualified  for  the  library  incentive  grant  in  the 
sum  of  $27,800.50.  In  order  to  qualify  a  certain  percentage  of  the  budget 
must  be  spent  on  books  and  the  library  must  be  open  at  least  six  days  a  week 
for  a  minimum  of  sixty-three  hours.  The  Tufts  Library  was  one  of  several 
libraries  chosen  by  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  System  to  network  with  the 
Boston  Public  Library  and  form  a  regional  cooperative  cataloging  system.  A 
remote  terminal  has  been  placed  at  the  library  and  qives  us  the  ability  to 
communicate  via  telephone  lines  with  the  main  computer  and  data  base  housed 
at  the  Boston  library. 

The  Tufts  Library  also  received  a  grant  from  the  Planning  Board  to 
improve  the  insulation,  heating  and  lighting  at  the  North  Branch  Library. 

The  Planning  Department  was  instrumental  in  attaining  money  to  conduct  a 
walk-through  enerqy  audit  of  the  Main  Library,  Fogq  and  North  Branches. 

They  also  helped  us  to  receive  a  state  grant  in  the  sum  of  $2,790.00  for 
technical  audits  for  the  same  three  buildings.  It  was  determined  that  it 
would  be  better  to  have  these  audits  completed  before  attempting  the 
renovations  at  the  North  Branch.  The  Planning  Board  and  Department  have  been 
especially  helpful  to  the  library  durinq  this  time  of  austerity. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  other  town  departments, 
along  with  a  truly  dedicated  staff,  who  have  allowed  me  to  bring  to  the 
people  of  Weymouth  a  quality-oriented  library  system.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1982 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

1982  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  the  Conservation  Commission  due  to 
the  lack  of  an  Administrator.  Priority  had  to  be  given  to  the  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act. 

Twenty- two  meetings  were  held,  with  fourteen  Public  Hearings  conducted 
and  Orders  of  Conditions  issued.  An  Order  of  Conditions  in  July  1981  was 
revoked  due  to  numerous  violations.  One  Cease  8c  Desist  Order  was  issued 
for  illegal  dumping  on  Norton  Street.  A  verbal  warning  for  another  nrob- 
lem  with  illegal  dumping  has  been  referred  to  Town  Counsel  for  follow-up. 

On  July  14,  1982,  our  membership  dropped  to  five  and  that  was  counting 
the  first  meeting  for  a  new  member.  From  the  above  date  to  December  i, 
1982,  there  were  only  five  Commissioners.  Often  only  four  were  present  at 
a  meeting.  It  was  very  difficult  to  secure  a  quorum  for  a  Public  Hearing. 
On  December  15,  1982,  a  new  appointee  brought  the  membership  to  six,  one 
short  of  the  regular  seven. 

The  future  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  becoming  a  serious  question, 
without  an  Administrator.  The  present  Commissioners  cannot  last  indefin¬ 
itely.  Experience  for  the  administration  of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act, 
M.G.L. ,  Chapter  141,  sect  40,  requires  considerable  time  and  effort.  A 
reasonable  degree  of  professionalism  is  necessary  for  an  efficient  perform¬ 
ance.  New  regulations  effective  April  1,  1983  are  more  extensive  and  com¬ 
plex.  A  serious  mistake  could  be  embarrassing  or  expensive  to  the  Town. 

It  is  hoped  a  solution  to  the  problem  will  be  forthcoming  to  prevent  the 
deterioration  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  to  conserve  what  little 
remains  of  our  natural  resources  for  the  benefit  of  future  generations 
in  this  community. 

However,  not  everything  has  been  all  gloom.  The  Fiscal  R.eport  for  the 
Abigail  Adams  Village  Green,  located  on  North  Street,  submitted  by  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Bentley  of  the  Garden  Club,  states:  The  Improvement  Association 
has  expended  $431.  and  have  a  balance  of  $553.  We  thank  the  Weymouth 
Garden  Club,  the  Beautification  Committee,  the  North  Weymouth  Civic  Assoc¬ 
iation  and  other  donors  for  their  efforts  to  maintain  this  Park  an  an 
attractive  part  of  Weymouth. 
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The  Back  River  Committee  announced  the  dedication  of  the  Back  R.iver  an 
an  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern  (A.C.E.C.)  on  September  10,  1982. 

The  Commission  voted  to  accept  a  Gift  of  Land,  near  the  Bird  Sanctuary, 
from  Mr.  Edward  Darman. 

The  Commission  voted  approval  for  the  installation  of  a  diversion  gate 
at  the  Herring  Run  Canal,  also,  the  removal  of  silt  from  the  Herring 
Run,  both  Planning  Board  projects  were  funded  by  HUD.  The  Herring  Run 
Rules  and  Regulations  were  approved  April  14,  1982  by  the  Division  of 
Marine  Fisheries,  as  well  as  the  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Commission  misses  three  former  members  who  contributed  much  to  the 
success  of  the  Commission;  Stephen  Rennie  (who  lost  his  life  in  a  fire 
on  December  11,  1981),  William  Millett,  past  Chairman  who  resigned  in 
July  of  1982,  along  with  George  Bennect. 

The  Commission  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
Boards  and  other  Town  Departments  who  have  aided  us  this  past  year;  and 
also,  Susan  DeChristoforo ,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  her 
sunerb  secretarial  services.

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWNS  OF  WEYMOUTH  AND  BRAINTREE 


The  1981-82  year  at  "Pond  Meadow  Park"  has  been  quiet.  With  very  limited  funds 
available,  we  are  close  to  the  caretaker  level.  The  park  consists  of  320  acres, 
is  open  seven  days  a  week  from  dawn  to  dusk  and  we  have  two  employees.  Activities 
by  the  two  rangers  have  been  confined  to  park  patrol,  maintenance  of  trails,  roads 
and  structure  and  supervision  of  fishing  and  ice  skating.  No  environmental  or 
outdoor  education  programs  were  offered  by  the  park. 

A  summer  day  camp  was  conducted  by  Miss  Pamela  Irvin.  This  was  sponsored  by  the 

"Friends  of  Pond  Meadow  Park".  This  project  was  part  of  Pam's  internship  for 
outdoor  education  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Our  rangers  did  not  participate 
in  the  program  but  did  evaluate  its  effectiveness.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the 

day  camp  was  booked  to  capacity  and  exceptionally  well  received  by  both  children  and 

parents. 

For  the  second  year,  the  district  has  sponsored  Boy  Scout  Troop  11.  Commissioner 
Paul  Toner  is  the  scoutmaster.  District  headquarters  is  used  for  meetings.  The 
troop  has  improved  the  designated  scout  camping  area,  built  a  new  fishing  dock  and 
worked  on  other  small  projects.  Other  scouting  organizations  have  also  used  the 
camping  area. 

The  proposed  bike  path  has  passed  another  hurdle.  Archeologist  John  Rempelakis  has 
performed  an  official  "dig"  for  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission.  Sample 
holes  were  dug  along  the  entire  length  of  the  bike  path. 

There  is  a  new  commissioner  from  Braintree.  James  Wentworth  replaced  Robert  Ruscutto. 
Jim  lives  on  the  park  perimeter  and  has  been  a  friend  of  the  park  for  years.

Honorable  Selectmen: 

We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Weymouth  Youth  Office.  The  Youth 
Office  recognizes  that  our  tax  dollars  are  limited^ and  in  response  has  been 
successfully  competing  for  state  and  federal  grantrawards  which  incur  no  ad¬ 
ditional  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  We  are  the  recipients  of  two  grants,  one  for 
pre- vocational  counseling  and  the  other  for  an  Outreach  Program.  The  Town 
also  benefits  greatly  by  cooperative  programming  with  agencies  and  organiza¬ 
tions  serving  Weymouth,  by  the  ability  to  increase  services  at  no  additional 
cost.  We  also  have  had  a  successful  year  by  utilizing  college  interns. 

Although  the  Youth  Office  maintains  a  small  minimal  budget,  it  gives  back  to 
the  Town  thousands  of  dollars  in  free  services.  The  Youth  Office  sees  its 
function  not  only  as  a  human  service. provider  to  the  youth  and  their  families, 
but  also  as  an  educator,  stimulator  and  developer  of  the  communities  interest 
in  healing  its  own  problems. 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  there  will  be  a  brief  overview  of  the  Youth 
Office  programs. 

A.  Counseling 

This  past  year  the  counseling  staff  spent  over  5,127  hours  in  face-to-face 
counseling  and  advocacy  work.  This  service  helped  families  in  crisis  cope  with 
such  problems  as;  child  abuse  and  neglect,  lack  of  housing  and  inadequate  hous¬ 
ing,  alcoholism  and  alcohol  abuse,  drug  abuse,  runaways,  divorce  and  separation, 
death  of  loved  ones,  suicide  attempts,  depression,  long  term  unemployment,  lack 
of  self-confidence,  alienation,  breakdowns  in  family  communication  systems, 
delinquency,  pregnancy  and  sexual  identity  problems. 

In  addition  to  acting  as  a  counseling  resource  for;  the  Weymouth  Schools,  Quincy 
Court,  Hingham  Court,  Weymouth  Police,  Coastline  Council  for  Children,  Children's 
Protective  Services  and  Department  of  Social  Services,  the  Youth  Office  continues 
to  provide  emergency  referral  services  to  the  South  Shore  Hospital  in  cases  of 
adolescent  drug  and  alcohol  related  crises.

The  primary  purpose  of  this  program  of  nine  (9)  years  remains  the  same,  that  of 
enabling  young  people  to  earn  money  for  work  they  themselves  do,  thus  encourag¬ 
ing  the  development  of  a  sound  work  ethic  at  an  early  age.  The  second  purpose 
is  to  provide  a  service  to  the  Town.  During  1982,  250  Weymouth  youngsters 
participated  in  this  program. 

C.  Youth  Employment  Bureau 

The  purpose  of  the  Employment  Bureau  is  to  reach  out  to  young  people,  16  to  25, 
who  express  a  desire  or  need  to  find  employment.  The  job  development  process 
involves  reaching  out  to  local  businessmen  personally,  by  phone,  or  by  mail. 

In  1982,  the  Employment  Bureau  made  90  job  matches.  It  should  be  noted  that 
all  of  these  jobs  are  in  the  private,  unsubsidized  job  sector. 

D.  Volunteer  Program 

The  Volunteer  Program  finished  its  fifth  full  year  of  operations  in  the  summer 
of  1982.  There  were  32  youngsters,  ages  11  to  16,  in  this  program.  These 
young  people  donated  their  services  to  a  local  nursing  home,  to  programs  pro¬ 
viding  service  to  the  elderly  and  to  the  Youth  Office.  Twelve  hundred  hours  of 
volunteer  time  to  the  Weymouth  community  were  donated  by  these  young  people. 

E.  Community  Education  Program 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  a  forum  for  individuals  in  the  com¬ 
munity  to  discuss  youth  related  issues,  exchange  information,  values,  feelings 
and  suggestions  with  each  other  on  how  to  better  understand  and  improve  rela¬ 
tions  with  others. 

These  community  forum  groups  have  directly  served  1,329  persons  who  participated 
in  group  sessions  held  in  different  locations  throughout  the  Weymouth  community. 

These  groups  discussed  a  wide  range  of  topics,  such  as  parent-child  relation¬ 
ships,  alcohol  and  drug  abuse,  marital  problems,  assertiveness  training,  stress 
managment,  consumerism,  rape  prevention,  women's  issues,  etc.  These  parents 
participating  in  the  groups  had  on  the  average,  four  (4)  children  in  their 
family,  therefore,  indirectly  2,000  children  derived  special  benefits  from,  the 
programs  through  the  participation  of  the  parents. 

F.  Female  Counseling,  Department  of  Mental  Health.  Division  of  Drug  Rehabilitation 

Rapid  changes  characterizing  our  present  day  society  have  both  advantageous  and 
detrimental  aspects  for  adolescent  women.  They  are  now  confronted  with  more 
opportunities  than  ever  before,  but  their  growing  options  have  often  resulted  in 
confusion  about  which  road  to  take  and  why.  As  a  result,  the  Youth  Office  has 
seen  an  increasing  number  of  young  women  whose  problems  include  the  abuse  of 
drugs  and  alcohol  and  alienation  from  home  and  peer  environments  resulting  in  run¬ 
ning  away.  One  of  the  greatest  problems  for  young  women  can  be  seen  in  the 
dramatic  rise  in  teenage  pregnancy. 

The  Youth  Office  offers  individual,  group,  family  counseling  and  information  and 
referral  services.  The  program  director  ran  four  different  types  of  groups  for 
junior  and  senior  high  girls.  These  groups  have  ranged  from  free  floating  dis¬ 
cussion  groups,  to  more  traditional  type  of  therapy  groups,  to  groups  centering 
around  a  specific  issue.  A  group  being  inn  for  the  second  year,  by  the  Youth  Office, 
is  a  support  group  for  school  aged  mothers. 
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Individual  counseling  and  family  work  remain  an  important  factor  of  the  program. 
These  two  areas  include  one  to  one  counseling,  crisis  intervention  and  advocacy. 
Over  the  year  the  Youth  Office  serviced  approximately  140  adolescent  girls. 

There  were  50  seen  individually,  50  seen  in  groups  and  approximately  40  girls 
receiving  information  and/or  referral. 

An  integral  part  of  the  counseling  program  has  been  outreach  to  the  Weymouth 
community.  The  Youth  Office  has  worked  closely  with  the  school  systems,  as  well 
as,  the  Division  of  Social  Services,  the  courts  and  other  mental  health  agencies 
in  the  South  Shore  area. 

The  goals  of  all  aspects  of  this  program  is  to  help  young  women  clarify  their 
values  and  assist  them  in  their  development  towards  a  mature  self-sufficient 
adulthood.  We  feel  this  sense  of  self-reliance  and  authority  will  be  the  most 
valuable  tool  they  could  possess  in  making  their  present  and  future  life 
decisions. 

G.  Outreach 

In  September  1981,  the  Youth  Office  began  its  Outreach  Program.  The  program  is 
funded  through  a  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Grant.  The  purpose  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  seek  out  youth  in  the  community  who  may  be  in  need  of  social  services. 
In  addition,  the  program  operates  various  programs  for  all  Weymouth  youths,  which 
provides  them  with  a  constructive  way  to  spend  their  time.  In  1982,  the  program 
has  sponsored  free  guitar  lessons,  female  self-defense  course,  cooking  classes, 
arts  and  crafts,  a  babysitting  course,  basketball  program  and  the  initiation  of 
Campfire  groups  at  Lakeview  Manor. 

H.  Juvenile  Counseling  Program  -  Pro.iect  REVAMP 

The  Weymouth  Youth  Office  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Norfolk  Prison  -  Project 
REVAMP  Program.  It  is  a  short  term,  one-on-one  counseling  program  with  specific 
clients  that  benefit  from  exposure  to  those  who  have  failed  to  survive  in  the 
real  world,  and  now  are  making  every  attempt  to  divert  potential  failures  from 
following  in  their  footsteps. 

I.  College  Intern  Program 

The  Youth  Office  continues  to  supplement  the  counseling  staff  through  the  use  of 
Masters  Degree  level  interns.  This  program  is  of  reciprical  benefit  to  both  the 
interns  and  the  Youth  Office.  The  intern  benefits  through  the  provision  of  hands 
on  experience  while  the  Youth  Office  can  expand  its  counseling  service  capacity 
at  no  additional  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Youth  Office  can  also  provide  training 
for  staff  participating  colleges  at  no  cost. 

J.  Additional  Services 

1.  Informational  and  referral  services  for  young  people  and  their  families 

2.  Young  people’s  "AA"  meetings 

3.  24  hour  access  to  Rape  Crisis  Unit,  District  Attorney's  Office 

4.  Story  hour  for  pre-school  children 

5.  Consumerism  classes  -  how  to  shop,  cook  and  getting  the  most  out  of  our 
food  dollar 

6.  Consultation  with  South  Shore  Hospital  regarding  Weymouth's  young  people 

7.  Assist  Weymouth  Police  with  crisis  calls 
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8.  Referral  agency  for  Quincy  Court  Juvenile  Diversion  Program 

9.  Referral  agency  for  South  Shore  Council  on  Alcoholism 


Seasonal  services  provided  by  the  Youth  Office  included  forty-six  (46)  needy 
families  receiving  turkey  baskets  at  Thanksgiving,  and  one  hundred  six  (106) 
families  were  provided  with  toys  and  food  baskets  during  the  Christmas  season. 
Another  highlight  of  the  Christmas  season  was  a  party  given  at  the  South 
Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station  and  attended  by  50  children  who  enjoyed  a  tour,  meal 
and  an  individual  gift  for  each  child. 

The  Weymouth  Youth  Office  asserts  that  young  people  must  be  allowed  am  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  develop  certain  roles  based  upon  responsibilities,  independence  and 
cooperation.  Our  programming  reflects  this  assertion  and  the  direction, which 
we  have  planned  to  undertake,  will  encourage  young  people  to  become  actively 
involved  in  positive,  productive  decision  making  which  promotes  effectiveness 
as  adults  and  community  members.

Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Street  Lighting  Committee  for 
the  year  of  1982. 

Due  to  the  continuance  of  Proposition  2^,  little  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  improvement  of  the  illumination  of  the  streets  of  Weymouth. 

The  Committee  finds  it  extremely  difficult  to  be  pressured  with 
legitimate  requests  and  petitions  from  worthy  individuals  and  groups 
for  needed  street  lighting  and  still  be  under  the  mandate  to  "hold  the 
line"  on  no  additional  street  lighting. 

Difficulty  for  the  Committee  also  arises  whenever  the  Planning  Board 
approves  a  new  development  or  a  government  sponsored  project  is 
completed,  and  requests  are  received  for  the  Committee  to  provide 
illumination  for  same. 

The  Committee  has  met  eight  times  this  year  as  occasion  required.  We 
welcome  as  our  newest  member  Mr.  Robert  L.  Quindley,  long  time  Town 
Meeting  member  from  precinct  #10. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  and  our  Committee  dyring  the  latter  part  of  this 
year,  lost  a  devoted  and  long  time  member  of  the  Street  Lighting 
Committee,  with  the  passing  of  Vice  Chairman  Mr.  Arthur  Gillis. 

It  is  hoped  that  suitable  recognition  will  be  given  the  late  Mr.  Gillis 
at  the  1983  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  assure  the  taxpayers  of  the  Town  that  the  only  additional  street 
lighting  approved  by  our  Committee  is  essential,  necessary  and 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

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Dear  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 


You,  the  voters,  taxpayers  and  residents  of  Weymouth,  in  taking  stock  on  where 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  been,  is  presently  and  expects  to  be  in  the 
years  ahead,  will  find  our  dedication  is  aimed  at  providing  better  community 
services  at  the  most  economical  cost  to  the  Town,  which  in  turn  will  result  in 
a  better  quality  of  life  for  the  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

Over  the  last  decade  we  have  come  from  a  Town  that  was  55%  sewered  to  a  Town 
that  is  approximately  98%  sewered.  We  have  upgraded  our  water  mains  in  over 
40%  of  the  Town.  We  have  rebuilt  and/or  reinforced  approximately  140  of  our 
166  miles  of  Town  roads.  We  have  gone  from  solid  waste  disposal  by  incinerator 
to  a  town-operated  compactor,  and  presently  to  a  private  solid  waste  curbside 
pickup.  All  these  changes  have  resulted  in  manpower  fluctuations  and  changes 
in  operational  procedures.  To  avoid  our  operation  from  becoming  top  heavy,  we 
expect  to  take  the  necessary  steps  at  this  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  consolidate 
some  managerial  jurisdictions. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  adopted  a  mythical  motto  "Service  Above  Politics" 
and  it  works  when  decisions  are  made  on  money  and  ability  to  produce,  with  the 
end  results  being  far  more  rewarding. 

The  immediate  projects  we  are  anticipating  to  be  undertaken  in  this  upcoming 
year  - 

1.  Elimination  of  the  "S"  curve  on  Green  Street  at  the 
Shaw  Street  area. 

2.  Resurfacing  of  roads  in  the  areas  in  which  we  have 
finished  our  sewer  projects. 

3.  Construction  of  sewers  and  water  reinforcement  mains, 
subject  to  matching  State  funds,  to  complete  both 
programs . 

4.  Reconstruction  of  Commercial  Street,  from  the  Hingham 
line  to  the  Jackson  Square  area. 

5.  Weymouth  Landing  M.D.C.  sewer  side  laterals  -  hoping 
to  create  a  "stop-gap"  measure  to  help  the  flooding 
problem  in  the  Commercial  Street  area. 

These  are  just  some  of  the  projects,  along  with  the  every  day  operations,  that 
we,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  will  be  undertaking. 

We,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  all  its  employees  commit  to  you  that  we  will 
provide  the  highest  quality  of  service  that  the  budget  will  allow.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


To:  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and 

the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth 


Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  25th  annual  report  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Following  are  budget  comparisons,  appropriations  and  the  Department’s  request  for 
FY  1984.  Also  included  are  updated  statistics,  reports  of  the  individual  divi¬ 
sions  of  the  Department  and  the  various  programs  of  Public  Works. 

During  this  first  quarter  century  of  Public  Works  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  the 
community  has  experienced  many  changes,  such  as  -  a  population  growth  of  ±46,000 
in  1958  to  ±55,000  in  1982,  a  20%  increase;  an  increase  of  16%  in  the  number  of 
residences,  11,352  to  13,145;  the  loss  of  Boston  Edison,  Stetson  Shoe,  Agrico, 
Howe  $  French  and  other  industrial  establishments  of  long  standing;  and  experi¬ 
enced  the  apartment  development  explosion. 

During  this  same  period,  the  health,  safety  and  convenience  of  the  citizens  of 
Weymouth  has  been  improved  by  the  increase  of  amenities  and  services  provided  by 
Public  Works  -  public  ways  increased  16%,  from  110  to  128  miles;  parks  and  play¬ 
grounds  increased  161%,  from  105  to  274  acres;  the  sewer  system  expanded  from  38 
to  161  miles;  pumping  stations  from  2  to  29  and  the  number  of  sewer  connections 
from  1,900  to  10,200;  water  mains  increased  from  160  to  216  miles;  hydrants  from 
875  to  1,186  in  number;  wells  and  pumping  stations  increased  from  5  to  9  and  an 
additional  water  treatment  plant  was  added  to  the  system  -  to  name  a  few. 

Despite  all  of  this,  and  more,  and  including  the  operation  of  a  transfer  station 
for  solid  waste  that  did  not  exist  until  1977,  the  authorized  personnel  in  Public 
Works  DECREASED  8%  -  from  a  total  of  151  employees  in  1958  to  139  in  1982,  and  a 
DECREASE  OF  31%  from  a  peak  of  202  employees  in  1974.  The  personnel  of  the  basic 
housekeeping  units,  Highway  and  Park  5  Tree  divisions,  DECREASED  35%  -  from  a 
total  complement  of  81  in  1958  to  53  in  1982  -  despite  the  additional  maintenance 
areas  added  over  that  period  and  the  increased  demands  upon  the  divisions.  Added 
to  the  decrease  in  manpower,  the  increased  fringe  benefits  (longer  vacations, 
emergency  and  personal  leaves,  etc.)  reduced  the  actual  available  manhours  per 
year  even  further.  NO  other  major  Town  department  can  claim  a  reduction  in 
personnel  over  this  same  period,  even  though  maintenance  and  service  requirements 
in  their  areas  have  actually  been  reduced. 

Salary  related  line  items  amounted  to  48.9%  of  the  total  Public  Works  budget  of 
FY  1983,  as  compared  to  80%  to  94%  in  the  other  major  departments  of  the  Town. 

The  majority  of  the  Public  Works  budget  is  composed  of  materials,  supplies  and 
services,  with  energy  related  line  items  amounting  to  approximately  10%  and  the 
transfer  and  disposal  of  solid  waste  also  at  10%  of  the  total  budget.  The  use 
of  fuels,  gasoline  and  electricity,  in  particular,  is  directly  dependent  upon 
temperature,  weather  conditions,  water  consumption  and  use  of  the  sewer  system, 
which  cannot  be  controlled  by  Public  Works.  Although  sacrifices  and  improved 
efficiency  by  Public  Works  divisions  has  reduced  units  of  energy  usage  in 
certain  areas,  fixed  unit  cost  increases  have  resulted  in  no  appreciable  budget 
reduction.  As  an  example:  data  in  this  report  shows  that  the  use  of  electricity 
in  the  Public  Works  building  was  reduced  18%  in  FY  1982,  compared  to  the  usage 
in  1974;  however,  the  cost  in  FY  1982  was  27%  higher. 
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Despite  the  personnel  and  budget  item  reductions,  inflation  and  cost-of-living 
has  resulted  in  a  total  Public  Works  budget  in  FY  1983  being  332%  higher  than  the 
first  full  year  of  Public  Works  in  1959.  However,  one  must  compare  this  to  the 
budget  increases  of  the  other  major  Town  departments  over  the  same  period  that 
reflect  501%,  533%  and  595%  increases.  The  TOTAL  Public  Works  budget  (includes 
equipment,  sewer  and  water)  has  moved  from  a  position  in  1959  of  $212,050  MORE 
than  the  combined  Fire  and  Police  Department  budgets,  to  $1,239,736  LESS  in 
FY  1983. 

The  Real  Estate  tax  is  controlled  by  the  tax  base  of  the  community  and  the  cost 
of  government.  To  force  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  government,  the  PEOPLE 
adopted  the  General  Law  known  as  "Proposition  2\" .  With  the  streamlining  of 
operations,  the  improved  methods,  changes  and  consolidation  of  services  that  have 
improved  efficiency  over  the  past  quarter  century,  the  facts  noted  and  records 
show  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  certainly  been  cooperative,  has  made 
sacrifices  and  has  done  more  than  its  share  of  "biting  the  bullet"  to  lower  the 
cost  of  government.  However,  unreasonable  demands  for  services  and  continued 
requests  of  budget  cutting  will  strip  the  Department  of  the  resources  to  perform 
the  necessary  services  at  an  acceptable  standard. 

This  office  looks  back  with  pride  at  the  accomplishments  by  the  Department  over 
the  past  quarter  century  and  is  happy  to  report  that  the  end  is  in  sight  for  the 
completion  of  major  programs: 

Pending  State  approval,  the  reconstruction  and  widening  of  Commercial 
Street,  from  High  Street  to  the' Hingham  Town  Line,  during  the  coming 
construction  season  will  complete  the  Master  Highway  Program. 

Approval  of  a  pending  application  for  State  Grant  for  extension  of 
the  sewer  system  to  the  Liberty-Union  Street,  and  other  isolated 
smaller  sections  throughout  the  Town,  will  substantially  complete 
the  sewer  collection  system. 

Approval  of  a  pending  application  for  new  State  monies  available  to 
improve  water  systems,  will  complete  the  recommended  improvements 
to  the  water  distribution  system. 

The  commitment  made  by  the  M.D.C.  to  increase  and  modify  their  inter¬ 
ceptor  system  will  bring  much  needed  relief  to  the  sewer  surcharge 
problem  in  the  Weymouth  Landing  area. 

Traffic  improvements  in  Weymouth  Landing  are  currently  under  design, 
with  public  hearings  to  be  held  this  winter.  The  reconstruction  of 
roadway,  sidewalks  and  traffic  control  systems  will  be  under  the  so- 
called  "Urban  Systems  Program"  with  Federal  and  State  funds. 

A  total  of  $228,896  of  unexpended  balances  and  income  revenue  was  turned  into 
the  Town's  General  Fund  from  FY  1982  budget  (9%  of  the  tax  levy  funded  Public 
Works  budget) . 

The  service  of  collection  and  disposal  of  household  solid  waste  by  the  private 
sector  has  certainly  proven  to  be  cost  effective  and  the  service  itself  has  been 
more  than  satisfactory.  The  savings  to  the  taxpayers  for  this  service,  for  this 
first  year  alone,  will  amount  to  $338,395.  The  savings  would  be  even  greater  if 
Public  Works  was  not  forced  to  subsidize  this  service  for  the  Housing  Authority 
and  the  School  Department. 
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An  additional  $164,076  in  FY  1983  has  been  removed  from  tax  levy  by  placing  this 
amount  in  the  Sewer  and  Water  division  budgets  for  the  pensions,  insurance  and 
other  related  costs,  to  be  paid  by  the  users  rather  than  tax  levy. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  every  individual  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
for  their  continued  loyalty  and  cooperation  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  a  very 
trying  year  for  us  all.  A  sincere  "Thanks"  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for 
their  continued  dedication  to  public  service  and  the  support  extended  to  me  and 
the  Department  during  this  past  difficult  year,  and  to  all  other  departments  that 
have  been  of  assistance  and  also  for  their  cooperation.

In  the  not  too  distant  future,  with  the  sewer  system  basically  100%  completed  and 
the  resurfacing  of  streets  program  completed,  the  Town  must  live  up  to  its 
responsibility  to  undertake  major  drainage  improvements  of  Mill  and  Swamp  Rivers.

The  program  of  recycling  was  continued  on  East  Street  from  Green  Street  to 
Unicom  Avenue  (this  completes  East  Street),  Randolph  Street  from  Pond  Street 
to  Hollis  Street  (this  completes  Randolph  Street  from  Pond  Street  to  Holbrook 
line).  Front  Street  from  Mill  Street  to  Homestead  Avenue  (this  completes  Front 
Street),  Central  Street  from  Union  Street  to  White  Street,  Summer  Street  from 
West  Street  to  prior  paved  section  above  Belmont  Street  (this  completes  Summer 
Street) . 

rhe  total  area  paved  was  16.02  miles. 

The  Department  used  the  "infra-red"  method  of  paving  on  some  of  our  main  roads 
this  year.  The  job  consists  of  melting  the  pavement  with  heat  and  regrading 
the  surface. 

We  continued  to  crack  seal  Commercial  Street. 

The  Department  did  extensive  drainage  this  year  prior  to  the  resurfacing  of 
some  of  our  roads.  Corrective  drainage  was  installed  on  Chauncy  Street  at 
Camelot,  Union  and  Central  Streets,  Summer  Street  below  Blueberry  and  a 
large  culvert  was  replaced  on  Randolph  Street.  The  drain  on  Blanchard  Road 
was  relocated.  The  drain  on  Torrey  Street  was  freed  of  many  years  of  growth 
from  a  Willow  tree.  Momingside  Path  and  Lambert  Avenue  drain  line  was  re¬ 
placed  after  the  new  sewerage  and  gas  lines  were  installed. 

The  Department  had  to  install  rip-rap  at  both  Cranberry  and  Elias's  Ponds 
because  of  erosion  and  vandalism. 

A  building  site  was  prepared  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works  garage  area 
for  a  salt  storage  shed.  This  shed  was  built  for  the  Town  by  the  state  to 
protect  our  wells  in  the  area.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Sanitation  Division 
on  work  accomplished  during  the  year  1982. 

The  year  1982  brought  about  some  drastic  changes  in  the  Sanitation  Division  as 
we  have  known  it  over  the  years. 

After  long  and  lengthy  discussions  on  the  possibility  of  merging  with  the  Town 
of  Braintree  on  a  combined  collection  system,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Town  would 
advertise  for  collection  and  disposal  to  test  the  market  on  the  outside.  Pro¬ 
posals  for  several  methods  of  collection  and  disposal  were  advertised  and  were 
called  back  in  March  1982. 

After  much  discussion  on  eight  different  alternates,  it  was  decided  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  to  award  a  five-year  contract  to  the  low  bidder,  known  as  Reddish 
Disposal  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts. 

The  savings  to  the  Town  on  this  contract  will  amount  to  over  one  million  dollars 
during  this  period. 

The  personnel  in  the  Division  were  reassigned  to  other  divisions  of  the  Public 
Works  wherever  vacancies  existed,  with  the  exception  of  four  who  are  working  at 
the  Transfer  Station  and  three  others  who  went  to  work  for  Reddish  Disposal. 

i 

On  July  1,  1982,  Reddish  Disposal  took  over  the  collection  and  disposal  of  solid 
waste.  A  few  changes  were  put  into  operation  by  the  new  company,  such  as,  a  five 
day  collection  and  some  residents  had  their  assigned  collection  days  moved  ahead. 
I  would  have  to  say  that  at  this  point  this  new  operation  is  working  out  very 
well.  Granted,  we  are  having  a  few  small  problems  but,  with  the  help  of  a  roving 
foreman  from  Reddish  and  a  representative  from  the  Public  Works,  we  are  making 
every  effort  to  correct  any  misunderstandings. 

The  Transfer  Station  remains  open  for  paying  contractors.  It  is  the  wish  of  the 
Public  Works  that  all  residents  take  advantage  of  the  collection  system  and  try 
to  refrain  from  using  the  Transfer  Station,  as  this  means  the  Town  is  paying  a 
double  cost  for  every  ton  of  rubbish  brought  into  this  building.  We  have  to  pay 
the  contractor  another  $20.00/ton  to  remove. 

The  curbside  pickup  of  paper  for  recycling  was  discontinued  on  July  1,  1982,  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  cost  involved  did  not  justify  continuing  the  operation. 

There  is  a  roll-off  container  for  voluntary  paper  recycling  at  the  Transfer 
Station  for  anyone  who  wishes  to  use  it. 

The  heating  system  of  the  building  was  completely  changed  around  so  as  not  to 
heat  var.ous  parts  of  the  building  that  are  no  longer  in  use.  A  new  small  40- 
gallon  electric  hot  water  heater  was  installed  to  do  away  with  a  much  larger  gas 
operated  tank.  All  this  was  done  with  the  intent  to  save  money  on  the  cost  of 
natural  gas. 
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The  scrap  metal  dealer  removed  approximately  100  loads  during  the  year,  this  was 
done  with  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

This  division  still  books  by  appointment  any  large  metal  item  or  various  types  of 
furniture  not  picked  up  by  the  private  contractor. 

Two  overhead  doors  had  tc  be  repaired  due  to  vandalism,  the  cost  for  these  doors 
was  fairly  expensive.  We  have  installed  a  heavy  duty  guard  rail  gate  approximately 
20'  in  front  of  these  doors,  so  as  to  keep  vehicles  away  from  trying  to  drive  into 
them. 

I  have  had  discussions  on  numerous  occasions  with  the  Police  Department  in  regards 
to  extra  patrols  nights  and  weekends.  They  have  been  very  cooperative. 

A  limited  amount  of  building  and  ground  maintenance  is  performed  with  the  small 
amount  of  personnel  at  this  building. 

It  is  my  intent  as  Superintendent  of  this  division  to  continue  to  maintain  a 
smooth  operation  of  route  collection  and  the  transactions  at  the  Transfer  Station. 
All  efforts  will  be  made  to  check  out  reasonable  complaints  from  residents. 

Permits  for  Private  Contractors  amounted  to  $2,775.00  for  the  fiscal  year,  while  at 
the  same  time  bills  sent  out  to  the  Contractors  for  the  year  amounted  to  $42,461.85. 
Total  amount  collected  from  Sugarman  for  recycling  paper  was  $6,776.22. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  extend  a  very  sincere  thank  you  to  all  my  former 
employees  and  wish  them  luck  in  their  new  venture,  and  also  to  my  fellow  employees 
for  all  their  help  during  the  changeover.  I  am  also  grateful  for  assistance 
rendered  by  other  divisions  of  the  Public  Works  and  other  Town  departments  which 
rendered  assistance  so  willingly.

On  October  17,  1969,  the  consulting  firm  Weston  f,  Sampson,  was  authorized 
to  make  the  necessary  general  study  concerning  the  present  condition, 
future  projection,  and  to  offer  conclusive  recommendations  for  the  water 
system  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth;  an  updating  of  the  1956  general  study,  the 
effect  of  reinforcing,  cleaning  and  lining,  the  expansion  of  the  water 
treatment  plant,  the  addition  of  the  Middle  Street  Booster  Station,  the 
addition  of  the  Reed  Avenue  Tank,  Park  Avenue  Tank,  and  the  Great  Hill 
Tank;  the  construction  of  the  Washington  Street  Pumping  Station  and  20" 
water  emergency  trunk  line;  and  also  a  consideration  of  a  total  future 
population  based  on  the  latest  zoning  map. 

In  September  1971,  the  study  was  completed  and  delivered  to  the  Town  of 
Weymouth. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Department  to  repeat  the  "Abridged  Plan"  each  year 
and  with  the  following  charts  indicate  the  progress  annually. 

The  Town's  ability  to  follow  through  on  these  recommendations  will  depend 
upon  the  financial  ability  (water  receipts)  -  which  in  turn  is  controlled 
by  water  use  and  the  water  rates  charged. 

The  Master  Study  projects  specific  improvements  in  three  phases. 

Phase  I  -  Present  (1971)  to  1975 

Phase  II  -  1975  to  1985 

Phase  III  -  1985  to  2010 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Public  Works  that  the  "Time  Plan"  should  read: 

Phase  I  -  Present  (1971)  to  1978  giving  certain  items  in  Phase  II  serious 
consideration  depending  upon  developments,  such  as,  highway  work,  possible 
breakdown,  etc. 

Phase  II  -  1980  restudy  entire  system  prior  to  full  development  of  the 
recommended  Phase  II. 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission  has  been  and  is  suffering  certain 
difficulties  and  has  been  making  extensive  area  studies.  In  the  next  8 
to  10  years  certain  of  its  projects  may  be  advancing  that  would  influence 
the  local  approach.

The  Weston  and  Sampson  report  also  recommends  all  water  mains  to  be  no  less 
than  6"  or  8"  mains. 
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It  is  also  advantageous  constructionwise  to  accomplish  this  work  following 
sewer  installation  or  other  major  construction  in  the  particular  roadway. 

Many  of  these  areas  exist  in  Private  Ways.  Upon  acceptance  of  Private  Ways, 
the  required  water  improvements  are  included. 

Over  the  years,  considerable  capital  improvement  has  been  accomplished  in 
this  area.

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GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  ADMINISTRATION  POLICY 


This  development  was  bu ill  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the 
Weymouth  Housing  Authority  guaranteed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  first  tenants  moved  in  November  1,  1950  and  the  project  was  fully 
occupied  by  December  1,  1950. 

On  January  6,  1953  construction  was  started  on  sixty  (60)  additional 
units  which  were  completed  and  fully  occupied  on  March  20,  1954  giving  this 
Authority  a  total  of  208  units.  Our  entire  project  is  contained  on  approx¬ 
imately  eighteen  (18)  acres  of  land  on  both  sides  of  Lake  Street,  East 
Weymouth,  composed  of  forty-six  (46)  buildings.  This  Authority  maintains 
a  Tenants'  Association  Office  and  garage  as  well  as  maintenance  quarters  to 
house  personnel  and  certain  types  of  equipment. 


RENTS 


The  rents  paid  by  the  tenants  are  variable  or  proportional  rents,  so 
called  because  each  rent  is  established  as  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  income 

25%  of  income  less  deductions,  all  utilities 
included . 

20%  of  income  less  deductions,  paying  partial 
utilities. 

The  law  (chapter  200,  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1948)  establishes  a  prefer- 
ance  in  favor  of  low-income  Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  provides  for  an 
annual  subsidy  of  6%  of  the  project  cost  for  forty  years  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  so  that  low  rents  can  be  charged.  The  rents,  therefore, 
must  be  related  to  the  income  and  family  size  so  that  small  families  with 
larger  incomes  will  receive  less  subsidy  than  large  families  with  small  incomes. 
This  principle  of  charging  a  rent  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  ability  of  the 
tenant  to  pay  produces  the  following  results: 

1.  Makes  it  possible  for  the  subsidy  to  be  distributed 
among  the  tenants  on  the  fair  basis  of  individual 
need . 

2.  Makes  it  possible  for  families  with  low-incomes  to 
obtain  a  larger  percentage  of  their  total  income  for 
other  purposes  than  would  be  possible  under  a  fixed 
rent  schedule. 

3.  With  fixed  rents  all  tenants,  regardless  of  income 
and  family  size,  would  receive  the  same  amount  of 
subsi dy . 

4.  The  rent  charged  bears  a  relationship  to  the  tenants' 
net  family  income. 

Tenants  are  ineligible  for  continued  occupancy  and  are  required  to  move  from 
this  project  if  their  income  exceeded  the  new  income  limits  established  in  1976. 

We  now  have  a  tenants  association  at  our  200-1  project  who  work  closely  in  a 
harmonious  manner  with  the  Weymouth  Housing  Authority. 

LAKEVIEW  MANOR  DEVELOPMENT 

There  are  approximately  750  minors  in  this  development,  most  of  whom  attend 
schools  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  which  are  amoung  the  finest  in  the  Commonwealth 
and  thus  the  children  are  able  to  obtain  the  best  education  available. 

Having  enough  land  adjoining  our  property  we  have  an  agreement  with  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  which  enables  them  to  lease  this  land  for  parks  and  play  areas 
for  the  children  for  $1.00  per  year.  The  play-grounds  are  supervised  and  during 
the  summer  months  are  used  to  a  great  extent. 

Approximately  200  feet  from  our  project,  which  is  available  for  our  children, 
the  town  has  supplied  recreation  and  a  swimming  area  which  is  also  supervised. 
Swimming  instructions  are  given  free  of  charge. 

As  you  can  see  from  this  report,  the  Authority  not  only  has  made  available 
good,  clean  and  safe  housing  but  also  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare 
and  upbringing  of  our  future  citizens. 

This  project  which  is  know  as  "Lakeview  Manor"  ijS  situated  on  Whitman's 
Pond  and  is  attractive  to  the  fisherman  and  the  boating  enthusiast. 
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HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


After  seeking,  for  several  years,  land  that  would  be  suitable  for  an  elderly 
housing  project,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  gave  the  Authority  a  piece  of  land  next 
to  the  Central  Jr.  High  School  on  Broad  Street  for  the  building  of  an  eighty 
(80)  unit  Housing  and  Recreation  Development.  Construction  was  started  in 
August  of  1964,  and  in  August  of  1965  the  buildings  were  completed  and  fully 
occupied . 

The  rules  and  regulations  are  that  one  must  be  65  years  of  age  or  over. 

Income  must  not  exceed  $12,180  for  a  single  occupancy  and  $13,920  for  double 
occupancy,  is  adhered  to  and  at  present  there  is  a  long  waiting  list. 

In  March  of  1966  we  went  before  the  Town  Meeting  requesting  permission 
to  construct  76  more  units  for  the  Elderly.  We  were  granted  this  request. 

Survey  for  land  was  taken,  locations  selected  and  sub-zoned  for  residential 
so  an  appearance  before  the  Appeals  Board  was  arranged  for  a  variance.  In  the 
Acts  of  1966  we  were  granted  variance  to  build  multiple  dwelling  units  on  this 
parcel  of  land.  Our  second  housing  for  the  Elderly  has  been  opened  and  completely 
occupied . 

Occupancy  in  Project  667-2  was  completed  in  January  1969.  We  still  have 
serveral  hundred  applications  in  our  files  requesting  Elderly  apartments. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  November  1968,  we  submitted  an  article  in  the 
warrant  requesting  permission  to  construct  a  third  elderly  project  667-3  with 
90-100  units.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  the  article.  This  building  is  located 
at  25  Water  Street,  East  Weymouth,  Ma.  The  sixty  (60)  units  were  fully 
occupied  in  February  of  1982. 

The  Elderly  tenants  pay  25%  of  their  income  for  rent.  The  Weymouth  Housing 
Authority  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  continue  to  help  our  Elderly  citizens  of 
Weymouth  and  give  them  the  feeling  of  independence  that  is  so  important  to  all 
and  also  let  them  know  that  they  are  needed  in  the  Town  for  their  counseling 
and  wisdom.

707  STATE  RENTAL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 


SECTION  8  -  FEDERAL  RENTAL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 


The  ever  increasing  demand  for  housing  for  the  elderly  prompted  the 
Weymouth  Housing  Authority  Commissioners  to  take  action  to  alleviate  the 
existing  emergency  in  the  town.  Special  meetings  were  called  and  the  result 
was  our  application  for  an  intermediate  program  of  rental  assistance.  On 
August  15,  1969,  we  received  approval  of  our  application  for  rental  assistance. 

As  a  result,  a  great  deal  of  work  was  instituted  on  a  crash  program. 
Applications,  consultations,  signing  of  leases  with  tenants  and  landlords 
and  we  were  able  to  submit  a  list  of  thirteen  (13)  applications  for  approval 
and  on  December  23,  1969  we  received  a  check  for  $3,129.00.  This  program  started 
on  January  1,  1970.  In  1970  we  added  to  our  rolls  93  more  units  on  the  rental 
assistance  program;  again  in  1978  21  more  units  were  added. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  Housing  Authority  is  also  participating 
in  M.H.F.A.  707  rental  assistance  program. 

Twenty-three  (23)  elderly  were  placed  under  the  M.H.F.A.  707  program 
beginning  in  June  of  1976  at  the  Colonial  Village  Apartments,  which  is  a  new 
facility  on  Broad  Street. 

Forty-four  (44)  elderly  and  low-income  were  placed  at  the  Colonel  Lovell 
Apartments,  off  Pleasant  Street,  under  another  M.H.F.A.  707  program  which 
began  in  June  of  1975. 

Seventy-five  (75)  apartments  have  also  been  added  under  the  new  H.U.D. 
Federal  Program  titled  Section  8.  This  is  a  Federal  Rental  Assistance  Program 
that  was  implemented  in  October  of  1976  by  an  outside  consultant. 

Total  apartments  we  now  have  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  are  286  Elderly, 

248  Veterans  and  264  Rental  Assistance  Recipients  (127-707;  67-M.H.F.A-707; 
and  75  Section  8). 

This  program  clearly  indicates  that  if  enough  effort  is  put  into  it  the 
end  result  will  mean  that  we  have  helped  people  and  alleviated  a  housing 
emergency  in  our  Town. 
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HOUSING  AND  URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 


Due  to  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  apartments  in  the  Town  of 
Weymouth,  we  requested  aid  from  H.U.D.  This  grant  for  a  Turnkey 
Program  under  H-U.D.  was  submitted  for  200  apartments  -  150  for 
elderly,  and  50  for  low-income.  H.U.D.  allowed  us  70  elderly  and  40 
for  low-to-moderate  income. 

In  June  1972  the  Town  of  Weymouth  was  awarded  a  grant  from  the  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  for  2.8  million  dollars. 

This  was  to  construct  2  projects-  70  elderly  units  and  40  low-to-moderate 
income  units.  The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  did  all  in  their  power  to  try  to 
select  land  so  we  would  have  a  project  in  each  section  of  the  town. 

A  site  for  elderly  was  selected  and  on  January  10,  1974  we  initiated 
occupancy  in  this  7  story  high-rise  building  on  Bridge  Street,  North  Weymouth. 
This  was  built  under  the  Turnkey  Program  and  includes  63  one-bedroom  apartments 
and  7  one-bedroom  handicapped  units. 

At  990  Pleasant  Street,  East  Weymouth  we  built  8  two-story  buildings  and 
a  community  building.  Due  to  shortage  of  materials  and  much  ledge  we  did  not 
complete  this  project  until  August  14,  1974.  It  consist  of  40  units  for  low- 
to-moderate  income  families. 

Both  of  these  projects  are  now  in  full  occupancy. 

The  building  at  Bridge  Street  houses  the  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  offices 
and  staff.

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1982 


The  past  year  witnessed  a  sharp  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  as  measured  by  the  volume  of  correspondence,  telephone 
inquiries  and  requests  for  historical  and  genealogical  information 
received  and  responded  to.  Additionally  there  were  numerous  re¬ 
quests  from  homeowners  for  architectural  and  historical  signifi¬ 
cance  of  their  respective  properties. 

The  town  museum  in  the  Tufts  Library  on  Broad  Street  jointly  op¬ 
erated  by  the  Commission  and  Weymouth  Historical  Society  was 
especially  active  in  1982.  The  museum  plays  a  significant  role  in 
the  Social  Studies  program  of  the  Weymouth  School  System.  Since 
1981  the  museum  has  played  host  to  1200  third  grade  students  an¬ 
nually,  as  they  begin  their  formal  study  of  the  history  of  Weymouth. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Weymouth  Historic  Model  Project  (  a  fed¬ 
erally  funded  project  to  develop  a  course  of  local  history  in  the 
Weymouth  Schools)  all  third  grade  students  are  given  a  two  hour 
conducted  tour  of  the  museum  by  a  staff  of  twelve  volunteer  guides. 
The  success  of  the  tours  has  warranted  their  inclusion  as  a  formal 
part  of  the  third  grade  curriculum. 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  in  1982,  the  Commission  appointed  Mrs. 
Sharon  C.  Clarke  as  Secretary.  Mrs.  C3arke,  an  honors  graduate 
from  Salem  College  with  a  major  in  history,  has  for  a  number  of 
years  assisted  the  Commission  in  its  various  federally  funded 
projects . 

Looking  into  the  future  the  Commission  plans  to  continue  within 
the  limits  of  its  resources  the  inventory  survey  of  historic 
properties  and  sites  that  ended  a  few  years  ago  when  the  federally 
funded  project  was  terminated.

The  gift  of  the  van,  "Weymouth  Rotary  Wheels",  to  the  Council  by  the  Rotary 
Club  last  year  has  continued  to  be  of  tremendous  value  to  the  Town's  senior 
citizens.  Our  thanks  again  to  the  Rotary  and  also  to  our  very  faithful  vol¬ 
unteer  drivers,  without  whom  we  would  not  be  able  to  serve  as  many  people  as 
we  do. 


The  Council  was  the  recipient,  in  the  fall  of  1982,  of  a  grant  from  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs  in  the  amount  of  $8,155.  The  funds  will  pay  for 
an  Outreach  Worker  whose  responsibility  it  will  be  to  identify,  contact,  and 
provide  services  to  isolated  seniors  in  Weymouth,  especially  those  with  low 
incomes . 
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The  Council  continues  to  publish  a  free  newsletter  each  month  which  provides 
information  about  upcoming  activities  as  well  as  about  issues  of  importance 
to  seniors. 

George  Keating  was  elected  as  Chairman  and  Bruce  Berry  as  Vice-Chairman.  The 
Council  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Barbara  Dowds  and  noted  with 
sadness  the  deaths  of  Lois  Smith  and  Francis  Slattery.  New  members  appointed 
to  the  Council  are  Philip  Henley  and  William  Lewis. 

The  Council  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board, 
and  all  other  Town  boards  and  departments  who  have  supported  our  efforts  to 
help  the  senior  citizens  of  Weymouth,  and  who  have  helped  us  to  make  1982  a 
very  successful  year.

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This  past  year  the  department  made  2498  inspections  including  dwellings, 
apartments,  schools,  hospital,  nursing  homes,  mercantile  buildings,  public 
assembly  buildings,  flammable  fluid  storage  flammable  gas  storage,  oil 
burner  installations,  fuel  oil  tank  trucks,  fireworks  displays  and  blasting 
operations . 

There  were  eight  retirements  from  the  department  during  the  year.  Deputy 
Chief  John  J.  Haslam  retired  with  34  years  of  service.  Fire  Alarm  Superin¬ 
tendent  Waiter  E.  Turner  34  years,  Lieutenant  Edmund  H.  Kelley  32  years, 
Firefighters  William  H.  McCurdy  34  years,  Domenic  A.  Spano  30  years, 

Raymond  G.  Pelletier  27  years,  Edward  J.  Richards  20  years  and  Mark  C. 
Shanahan  5  years  for  a  total  of  216  years  of  service.  The  department  also 
lost  Captain  Lawrence  J.  Conboy  who  suffered  a  heart  attack  and  died  on 
October  6,  1982  after  22  years  of  service. 

As  in  the  past  fiscal  year  the  department  is  operating  with  eighteen  less 
men  due  to  budget  constraints  mandated  by  Proposition  2^.  This  required 
taking  Tower  #1  out  of  service  at  Station  #2  and  Engine  #4  at  Station  #5 
South  Weymouth,  due  to  vacations,  injuries  and  illness,  when  manpower  is 
reduced  additional  Engine  and  Ladder  companies  are  removed  from  service. 

In  1981  the  department  manned  5  Engines,  2  Ladders,  1  Tower  and  a  Squad 
(Rescue)  vehicle  during  the  past  year  there  have  been  shifts  when  only 
3  Engines  and  1  Ladder  have  been  manned  to  cover  the  town. 

The  department  was  able  to  purchase  a  vehicle  to  combat  brush  fires  in  the 
North  Weymouth  area  with  funds  alloted  from  the  Federal  Block  Grant. 

Engine  #2  at  headquarters  a  fourteen  year  old  Mack  pumper  was  completly 
refurbished  this  should  extend  the  service  of  the  vehicle  at  least  ten 
years . 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
constant  support  extended  to  me  and  to  the  fire  department  during  this  past 
year.

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  of  activities  and  accomplishments  of 
the  Weymouth  Police  Department  for  the  year  1982. 

During  the  past  year  this  department,  like  all  other  departments  in  the  town, 
has  found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  the  same  level  of  police 
coverage  throughout  Weymouth  as  in  previous  years  due  to  increases  in  costs 
caused  by  inflation  and  salary  increases.  These  increases,  along  with  a 
reduction  in  our  overtime  budget,  were  not  compensated  for  when  this  portion 
of  the  budget  was  drawn  up. 

Proposition  "2^”  is  still  very  much  alive  and  will  continue  to  have  a 
crippling  effect  on  the  administration  of  all  town  departments  until 
Massachusetts  takes  a  realistic  approach  to  its  tax  problems. 

Although  we  have  been  saddled  with  these  budget  problems  we  are  very  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  report  a  decrease  in  our  crime  rate  for  1982,  approximately  10$, 
which  is  very  encouraging.  Especially  significant  is  the  reduction  in  Part  1 
crimes  which  are  reported  to  the  P.B.I.  each  month,  such  as  Robbery  down  32$, 
Rape  50$,  Burglary  17$,  Auto  Theft  15$  and  overall  youth  calls  down  19$  as 
compared  to  last  year. 

The  reasons  for  this  reduction  in  serious  crimes,  not  only  in  Weymouth  but 
throughout  the  State,  is  complicated  due  to  many  reasons.  I  would  like  to 
believe  this  dramatic  decrease  is  because  of  the  fine  performance  of  your 
police  department,  but  I  am  afraid  we  must  share  this  phenomena  with  such 
reasons  as  a  depressed  economy,  a  large  decrease  in  our  youth  population  over 
the  past  10  years  and  most  important  the  effects  of  raising  the  drinking  age 
from  l8  to  20. 

The  administration  of  your  police  department  is  pleased  to  report  that  its 
efforts  in  bringing  its  most  serious  problem,  the  service  connected  injury 
crisis,  is  now  starting  to  show  some  promise  with  a  50$  reduction  in  personnel 
out  injured  as  compared  to  this  period  last  year. 


Unfortunately,  until  the  cities  and  towns  get  relief  in  the  form  of  corrective 
legislation,  this  problem  may  not  be  brought  fully  under  control  for  sometime. 
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During  the  past  year  the  newly  implemented  Burglar  Alarm  By-Law,  whereby 
persons  whose  alarms  are  needlessly  sounded  more  than  three  times  in  a 
calendar  year  are  assessed  a  $25.00  fee  for  all  alarms  in  excess  of 
three  (3)>  has  brought  in  over  $10,000.00  to  the  General  Fund  just  since 
April  of  1982.  Although  the  law  was  not  intended  to  assist  the  town 
financially  it  has  helped  and  is  now  starting  to  bring  the  number  of 
false  alarms  down  to  a  reasonable  figure. 

Last  year,  1981,  we  experienced  approximately  2500  alarms  of  which  2450 
were  false.  I  hope  this  time  next  year  I  will  be  reporting  this  is  no 
longer  a  problem. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  year  1982  has  been  a  good  year  for  law 
enforcement  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  and  only  the  residents  themselves  can 
take  the  credit  for  making  Weymouth  a  safe  law  abiding  town  in  which  to 


live 


The  cooperation  and  dedication  to  duty  which  we  have  received  during  the 
past  year  from  the  officers  and  personnel  of  the  Weymouth  Police  Department 
is  greatly  appreciated. 

I  would  like  to  thank  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  our  Town 
Administrator,  Mr.  Trotman  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.

Dear  Ladies  &  Gentleman: 


I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  calendar 
year  1982. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  tempered  justice  with  understanding  in  their  appli¬ 
cation  of  their  powers  and  duties  pursuant  to  a  safe  environment  conducive 
to  the  protection  of  the  public  health  of  this  community. 


As  Director  of  Public  Health,  I  am  responsible  to  develop,  implement,  direct 
and  follow-up  programs  to  accomplish  as  humanly  as  possible  their  objectives 
consistent  with  the  applicable  laws. 


Advanced  technology,  environmental  changes  and  ecomonic  conditions  has  neces¬ 
sitated  a  continuous  upgrading  of  existing  regulations  and  the  developing  of 
new  regulations  to  protect  the  public  health.  Example:  1982  a  new  regulation 
for  the  control  of  sand  blasting  was  developed,  adopted  and  Implemented  to 
protect  the  public  health.  Add  to  this  the  regulations  developed  in  the  prior 
years,  plus  the  enforcement  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code,  plus  the  regulations  of 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  enforced  at  the  local  level, 
plus  the  Hazardous  Waste  regulations  and  a  picture  of  responsibility,  acount- 
ability  and  effort  to  protect  the  public  health  developes. 

I  am  and  have  been  aware  of  these  developments  but  because  of  limited  funds  and 
limited  staff,  I  must  adjust  and  work  to  priorities.  In  the  field  of  public 
health  this  procedure  gives  no  comfort  to  the  Board  of  Health  or  to  the  Director 
of  Public  Health.  A  problem  or  condition  left  unattended  for  a  matter  of  hours 
or  days  causes  concern  to  me  and  contributes  to  the  break  down  of  confidence  in 
the  government  by  the  public.  The  theme  at  the  top  level  of  government  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  to  restore  confidence  and  pride  in  government.  We  subscribe  to 
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that  theme  totally  and  are  ready,  willing  and  able  to  make  It  a  reality  If  we 
are  provided  with  funda  for  personnel  so  as  to  totally  meet  our  commitments. 
The  CETA  program  Is  gone  but  the  problems,  hazards  and  responsibilities  still 
exist  and  have  grown  and  we  can  only  do  so  much  with  a  limited  staff. 

The  Board  of  Health  Is  also  cognizance  of  their  fiscal  responsibility  and  In 
1982  adopted  fees  consistent  with  the  scope  of  the  operations  for  which  per¬ 
mits  are  issued.  This  is  reflected  In  the  statistical  column  as  you  continue.

She  coordinates  and  participates  in  the  dental  examinations  which  are  a  part  of 
the  public  and  parochial  school  dental  health  program.  In  the  fall  of  1981,  be¬ 
cause  of  Proposition  2h,  the  dental  program  was  cut  in  half.  The  Dental  Hygien¬ 
ist  examined  2638  children.  There  are  197  defect  notices  sent  home  to  parents. 
Telephone  follow-up  calls  were  made  to  15  parents.  The  Dental  Hygienist  main¬ 
tains  the  dental  record  on  all  the  children's  school  health  charts.  Dental 
health  is  a  part  of  the  child's  total  health. 

The  Dental  Hygienist  conducts  programs  of  dental  health  education  in  the  public 
and  parochial  elementary  schools  in  Kindergarten,  Grades  1,  2  and  4.  The  Crest 
Dental  Health  Education  Program,  with  kits,  was  rendered  to  38  third  grades.  The 
Dental  Hygienist  must  obtain  the  enrollment  for  all  schools  so  that  she  can  order 
the  Crest  material  for  each  school  from  the  Proctor  &  Gamble  Co.  in  Cincinnati, 


Ohio 


Dental  Health  Month  is  February  each  year.  The  Dental  Hygienist  furnished  a 
poster  for  all  classes  in  the  public  and  parochial  elementary  schools  and  wrote 
a  letter  of  explaination  to  accompany  each  poster. 

As  Director  of  Public  Health,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  Department  Heads  and  I 
also  feel  that  special  thanks  need  to  be  given  to  Town  Counsel,  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  the  Weymouth  Housing  Authority 
and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  cooperation  which  they  have  rendered  so 
willingly  to  the  Health  Department.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  is  the  annual  report  for  the  Accounting  Department. 

Improvements  and  changes  during  1982: 

1.  The  conversion  of  our  accounting  system  to  "Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles"  (GAAP)  which  commenced  July  1,  1981  was  concluded 
on  June  30,  1982.  As  a  result,  our  financial  statements,  as  presented  for 
the  first  time  in  this  report,  are  now  set  forth  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  for  "Governmental  Accounting,  Auditing,  and  Financial  Reporting" 
(GAAFR) .  The  significance  of  this  change  is  twofold  -  the  financial  state¬ 
ments  are  now  acceptable  to  Standard  and  Poors  for  bond  ratings  and  the 
statements  are  much  more  understandable  to  persons  without  a  background  in 
municipal  accounting.  Standard  and  Poors  had  gone  on  record  that  they  would 
not  establish  a  rate  for  any  municipality  in  Massachusetts  that  did  not  con¬ 
form  to  "GAP"  in  their  accounting  system.  This  conversion  was  accomplished 
at  no  additional  cost  to  the  town,  as  the  necessary  knowledge  to  covert  was 
obtained  by  my  attending  seminars  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  neighboring  towns  are  budgeting  up  to  $20,000 
each  for  consultants  to  assist  them  in  their  conversion. 

2.  As  of  July  1,  1982  another  major  conversion  took  place.  We  con¬ 
verted  our  manual  accounts  payable  and  check  processing  system  to  a  computer¬ 
ized  system  on  our  in-house  Burroughs  computer.  This  conversion  was  also 
completed  at  minimal  cost  to  the  town.  The  EDP  Coordinator  and  I  attended 
the  Burroughs  school  in  Radnor,  Pennslyvania .  I  then  taught  the  new  system 

to  personnel  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  School  Department  and  Account¬ 
ing  Department  -  a  total  of  12  persons.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  sys¬ 
tem  is  working  to  the  satisfaction  and  pleasure  of  all.  Out  of  9,000  checks 
generated  by  the  system  so  far,  this  fiscal  year  there  have  been  no  signifi¬ 
cant  errors. 
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A  desirable  by-products  of  the  new  system  is  that  there  is  instant  access 
thru  the  terminals  to  the  status  of  any  budget  account,  in  summary  or  in  de¬ 
tail  -  a  review  may  be  made  by  individual  invoice  back  to  the  start  of  the 
fiscal  year.  The  same  access  is  available  for  vendor  data  -  by  summary  or  by 
invoice  detail.  Since  the  data  is  available  thru  the  computer,  we  have  dis¬ 
continued  manually  posting  the  detailed  invoices  to  the  Classification  Ledger. 

3.  As  a  result  of  discontinuing  the  Classification  Ledger  and  other 
work  simplification  procedures,  we  have  further  reduced  the  accounting  staff 
by  one  person  in  1982.  We  no  longer  type  vouchers  for  each  invoice  and  in¬ 
voices  are  no  longer  filed  individually. 

4.  We  have  combined  the  town,  sewer  and  water  checking,  savings  and 
investment  accounts  into  one  account.  Under  the  new  fund  accounting  system, 
all  cash  is  included  in  the  General  Fund  for  administrative  purposes  (one 
checking  account)  and  cash  is  allocated  to  the  various  funds  thru  the  account¬ 
ing  system.  The  Treasurer  is  allowed  to  maximize  his  investment  opportunities 
by  having  one  consolidated  cash  account. 

5.  In  accordance  with  Mass.  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  50,  I 
hereby  certify  under  oath  that  I  have  verified  the  cash  balance  of  each  of 
the  Town's  officers  and  committees  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  and  by  recon¬ 
ciliation  of  bank  balances. 

In  summary,  as  a  result  of  the  conversion  of  the  accounting  system  to 
"GAAP"  the  conversion  of  the  accounts  payable  system  to  the  computer,  the 
combining  of  all  cash  accounts,  and  the  further  implementation  of  work  simpli¬ 
fication  techniques,  I  believe  that  calendar  1982  has  been  one  of  the  most 
successful  and  rewarding  years  in  the  history  of  the  Accounting  Department.

DATA  PROCESSING  STEERING  COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED  UNDER  ARTICLE  4  OF  THE  May  1,  1978  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


Calender  1982  marks  the  culmination  of  years  of  past  effort  to  achieve  the 
establishment  of  major  applications  on  the  computer.  The  Accounts  Payable  system 
commenced  July  1,  1982.  The  Personnel-Payroll  system  has  been  purchased  and  the 
in-house  training  has  commenced.  Implementation  will  be  in  1983.  The  last  re¬ 
maining  major  application  is  the  Real  Estate  -  Tax  Collections  application.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  due  to  clerical  reductions  in  1981  nnd  significant  backlogs  in  the 
Assessors  Department  and  Tax  Office,  there  is  no  scheduled  implementation  date. 

Meetings  during  1982: 

February  17,  1982:  Progress  report  on  Voter  Registration  and  Census  System 
applications.  The  target  date  for  local  takeover  of  voter  registration  is  April  1, 
1982.  The  reporting  system  will  be  available  April  1,  1982  (modification  of  the 
Waltham  package).  (Note:  This  application  was  delayed  due  to  personnel  changes; 
however,  the  system  was  operational  as  of  December  31,  1982  with  some  minor  modi¬ 
fications  to  be  made) . 

The  possibility  that  the  Norfolk  County  EDP  Center  in  Dedham  may  have  budget 
problems  in  fiscal  1983  led  to  the  following  revised  "New  Application  List:" 

1.  Water  and  Sewer  Billing. 

2.  Accounts  Payable  System. 

3.  Real  Estate  and  Tax  Collection  system. 

4.  Fixed  Assets,  School  Department 

Burroughs  terminals  have  been  received  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  the 
Tax  Collector's  Office. 

March  17,  1982:  (Note:  It  was  announced  on  March  2,  1982  that  Kevin  Ryan, 
Coordinator  of  Data  Processing,  had  resigned  effective  March  19,  1982.)

Representatives  of  Burroughs  made  a  presentation  of  the  municipal  applica¬ 
tions  available  at  the  present  time  -  Accounts  Payable  ($10,989),  Personnel  - 
Payroll  ($10,989)  and  Real  Estate  -  Tax  Collections  ($131,868). 

April  13,  1982:  Costs  of  additional  equipment  and  software  were  reviewed. 
Preparations  were  made  for  presentation  of  a  request  for  funding  at  the  May  4, 
1982  Annual  Town  Meeting.  (Note:  Funds  were  appropriated  at  town  meeting  for 
the  Accounts  Payable  system  and  additional  storage  capacity  for  the  computer.) 

July  29,  1982:  It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Richard  Martel  has  been  hired  as 
a  Programmer /Analyst  replacing  Mr.  Tim  Anderson  who  has  been  promoted  to  Co¬ 
ordinator  of  Data  Processing. 

The  Accounts  Payable  system  became  operational  on  July  1,  1982. 

Mr.  Robert  Noller  of  Burroughs  reviewed  the  procedure  to  implement  the 
Personnel  -  Payroll  system. 

Mr.  Edward  Marney  of  Burroughs  made  a  presentation  on  the  Utility  Billing 
package  ($10,989)  for  the  Sewer  and  Water  Departments. 

Note:  Funding  was  approved  at  the  October  4,  1982  Special  Town  Meeting 
for  the  Personnel  -  Payroll  system  and  a  terminal  and  printer  for  the  Treasurer's 
Office.

In  the  interests  of  economy,  this  report  is  an  extremely  brief  capsule 
report . 


There  were  numerous  Court  cases  and  trials  involving  many  aspects  of  town 
government.  Several  involved  successful  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  to  order  back  to  duty  officers  who  had  long  term  periods  of 
disability.  This  has  been  an  area  of  growing  concern  and  increased  cost 
to  the  Town,  which  must  be  controlled.  Another  group  of  cases  related 
to  enforcement  of  the  zoning  laws.  Where  neighborhood  interests  are 
concerned,  the  Town  has  been  successful  in  prosecuting  complaints  for 
enforcement.  The  School  Department  has  needed  assistance  through  the 
Courts  to  properly  regulate  and  discipline  instances  of  disorderly  con¬ 
duct  or  assault  upon  teachers,  and  also  to  obtain  an  injunction  to  prevent 
the  Boys'  Soccer  Team  from  being  excluded  from  tournament  play. 


Several  suits  have  been  brought  against  the  Town  involving  heavy  damages 
due  to  alleged  negligence.  The  negligence  of  the  Town  appears  very 
questionable;  however,  if  proven,  the  damages  could  be  very  costly. 

These  cases  are  pending.  There  are  approximately  twenty  cases  involving 
street  and  sidewalk  defects  in  which  the  law  limits  recovery  to  $5,000. 

The  Town  Counsel's  office  has  served  as  a  clearing  house  and  has  eliminated 
many  other  such  cases  before  Court  proceedings  were  instituted. 

There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  non-Court  work:  Purchase  and  sale 
agreements  have  been  prepared,  titles  searched  and  deeds  prepared  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  surplus  School  properties.  These  are  not 
simple  matters  and  are  very  time-consuming.  In  some  cases,  the  properties 
have  not  been  sold  but  leased,  which  requires  the  negotiation  and  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  leases,  including  special  provisions  relative  to  payments  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  liability  insurance,  zoning  questions  and  the  like.  Record 
searches,  examination  of  the  Town's  title  and  deeds  have  been  prepared  and 
sales  consummated  on  seven  properties  which  were  auctioned  by  the  Treasurer 
in  July.  Easements  for  sewer,  water  and  drainage  have  been  prepared  and 
Orders  of  Taking  made  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Titles  have 
been  examined,  notices  sent  out  and  Orders  prepared  for  the  Laying  Out  and 
Taking  of  Longfellow  Street  and  Ivy  Road. 


Town  Counsel  has  been  called  upon  to  prepare  articles  and  also  to  review 
and  correct  as  necessary,  the  Warrants  for  the  Annual  and  Special  Town 
Meetings.  On  a  daily  basis,  contracts  have  been  reviewed  and  approved, 
and  advice  given  to  operating  departments.  Legal  opinions  to  questions 

presented  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  departments  have  been  prepared 
on  a  wide  range  of  issues. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  various  operating  departments  for 
their  cooperation  in  preparing  for  the  defense,  and  in  testifying,  in  trials 
against  the  Town.

Gentlemen: 

The  Redelopment  Authority  held  several  meetings  in  1982,  The  main  purpose 
was  to  keep  up  to  date  regarding  the  status  of  the  Libbey  Park  project  and 
the  potential  for  Federal  or  State  assistance  in  the  development  of  the 
project. 

The  Authority  began  its  involvement  with  Libbey  Park  in  the  Summer,  1980  when 
possible  eminent  domain  action  was  contemplated  by  the  Town.  Due  to  the 
impact  of  Proposition  2%  Town  officials  in  late  1981  decided  to  put  on  hold 
any  action  regarding  Libbey  Industrial  Park. 

In  May,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  voted  to  delegate  its  powers  to  the 
Planning  Board  in  order  that  they  could  apply  for  Chapter  1 21 B  Planning 
Advance  funds  for  the  North  Weymouth  Revitalization  Program.  The  application, 
which  was  not  funded,  would  have  provided  funds  for  the  preparation  of 
developer  kits  for  two  schools,  design  street  closings  and  prepare  new  zoning 
proposals.  This  delegation  of  powers  only  applied  to  the  submittal  of  this 
application. 

The  Authority  will  continue  to  examine  innovative  approaches  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Libbey  Park  which,  we  hope,  will  make  Libbey  Park  an  attractive 
addition  to  the  community.
